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BOZENBUT-and Win 

GUNMEN opened fire'on a mili¬ 
tary. patrol near the perimeter 
fence-of-Ganei Tal in Gush Katif 
yesterday, seriously wounding one 
soldier and moderately wounding 
another. _ ' 

Two others were lightly injured 
when the driver, who was hit, lost 
control of the jeep and it over¬ 
turned and plunged 10 meters 
down-a sand dune. 

The seriously wounded soldier 
was identified as Eli Abu Zaglan, 
22, of Mevasseret Yerushalyim. 
who was hit in the heck, the knee, 
and the abdomen. The moderately 
wounded soldier, GH Roth. 20, of 
Kfar.Sava, was hit in the cheeks 
Ya'acov Baum, 19, of Kiryat 
Motzkin. and tracker Azam Abu 
Kef, 31, from the Negev, were 
lightly injured. AjJ four were tak¬ 
en by helicopter to Soroka Hospi¬ 
tal in Beereheba. 

■ “They fired at us continually for 
a long time - at least that's how it 
seemed,” one of the soldiers said. 
“"We returned fire., but Fm not 
sure we hit anyone, because very 
shortly after they opened fire, the 
jeep‘overturned, and we fell some 
10 meters.” 

: The incident occurred at about 
6:15 a.m. The shots were fired 
from the second floor of a house 
under construction on the edge of 
Khan Yunis as the soldiers pa¬ 
trolled the road dividing Gush Ka¬ 
tif and Khan Yunis, military 
sources said. 

Three settlements - Ganei Tal, 
Neveb Dekalim, and Gadid - are 
within rifle range of the outskirts 
of the Khan Yunis. refugee camp 
or . the nearby Amal 
neighborhood. 

The IDF searched for the at¬ 
tackers and made several arrests. 

Hamas took responsibility for 
the attack. ln a_pqster, ifisfributed - 
in the Gaza Strip, the: “Southern 
Area” Izzadin Kassain said ft had 
ambushed the soldiers, firing two 
M-16s. •’ 

The poster said its purpose was 
to demonstrate that IDF soldiers 
cannot defend themselves,, let 
alone settlers. It also implied that 
patrols of Palestinians (meaning 
PLO police) would not be able to 
prevent Hamas from acting 
against Israel. 

.. In related developments, sever¬ 
al shots were fired at an IDF jeep 
in Rafiah yesterday evening. No 
soldiers were hurt, but a local resi¬ 
dent was wounded when the soF 
dfiers returned fire. It was not clear 
if be was involved'in the attack. 

In Gaza City, a pipe bomb ex¬ 
ploded after being thrown at an 
IDF position. .The bomber 
escaped.

OPPOSITION MKs repeatedly 
booed and heckled Foreign Minis¬ 
ter Shimon Peres yesterday during 
his polemical reply to no-confi¬ 
dence motions submitted by the 
Likud, Yi’ud, foe NRP "and Tso- 
met. The motions were easily 
defeated. - •' ; : 

Peres spoke for an hour but 
could barely be heard over the din 
created by foe opposition which 
interrupted his every sentence. 
MKs Naomi Blumenfoal and Li- 
irior Livnat started booing Peres 
and other opposition MKs soon 
chimed in. Knesset old-timers said 
foe booing was unprecedented. 

Just before the vote. Speaker 
Shevah Weiss ejected Moledet 
M^s Rehavam Ze’evi and Yosef 
Ba-Gad who entered foe chamber, 
opened up black umbrellas and 
shouted “Chamberlain,/’ a refer¬ 
ence to the umbrella-toting British 
prime minister who signed the 
1938 Munich igreement with Hit¬ 
ler dismembering Czechoslovakia 
arid leading to its eventual con¬ 
quest by Germany. 

The first two motions by the Li- 
. kud and Tsomet-NRP were de¬ 
feated by a vote of 52 to 41, with 
one abstention - that of Shas MK 
Yosef Azran, who was the only 
Shas MK in the chamber. Howev¬ 
er, Azran joined foe opposition 
and voted against the government 
in the no-confidence motion by 
Yi’ud, which referred exclusively 
to the possibility of dismantling 
Jewish settlements in the Golan 
Heights. 

It marked the first time since foe 
present government was formed in 
July 1992 that a Shas MK voted 
against.it in a no-confidence mo¬ 
tion. Angry Labor Party leaders 
demanded a meeting with Shas of¬ 
ficials to discuss Aaran’s violation 
of the political understanding be¬ 
tween the government and Shas, 
add ins violation of Shas’s formal 
deeisioh lb abstain in foe voter' 

.. Eaifier^Triwc Minister Yitzhak 
Rabin delivered a dovish speech to 
foe Labor faction defending the 
agreement, reached in Cairo with 
the PLO and stressing foe alleged¬ 
ly dangerous consequences of a 
stalemate in the talks with Damas¬ 
cus; however, he did little to as¬ 
suage the fears of those Labor 
MKs - including Avigdor Kaha- 
lani, Eli Goldschmidt and Eman¬ 
uel Zissman - who expressed con¬ 
cern over foe reports that he was 
prepared to cede all of the Golan 
Heights in return for peace with 
Syria. 

“I know what political deadlock 
leads to,” said Rabin. “I do not 
want to see in the futures strategic 
axis including Damascus, Baghdad 
and Teheran. [Perhaps] not in two 
years [but] in 5-7 years. I don’t say 
that deadlock means immediate 
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Assad ready for 
normalization 
after withdrawal

Rabin used Moshe Dayan and 
Anwar Sadat as examples of lead¬ 
ers who backed down from un¬ 
compromising positions after their 
policies lead to heavy loss of life, 
indicating that he wanted to avoid 
their alleged mistakes. “We had to 
sacrifice the lives of 2,800 Israeli 
and 15,000 Egyptian soldiers in the 
Yam Bppur War for Sadat to take 
back his statement that he was 
ready to sacrifice one-and-a-balf 
million Egyptians to destroy Isra¬ 
el. And someone else [Dayan] had 
to take back his words that Sharm 
el-Sheikh without peace was pref¬ 
erable to peace without Sharm el- 
Sheikh.” 

Rabin also asserted that Israel 
paid in blood for the occupation of 
Judea, Samaria and Gaza and that 
the settlements took away from 
instead of contributing to foe secu¬ 
rity of the population. “The IDF is 


stretched to the limit,” said Rabin. 
.“I gave orders to strengthen, the 
seam at the expert of other 
things so that there will not be 
more attacks in Afula and Hadera. 
Elon Moreh does not protect 
Afula. This needs to be said for 
once.” 

Peres denied Israel had given 
US Secretary of Slate Warren 
Christopher maps showing how far 
foe government was prepared to 
withdraw in or from the Golan 
Heights, and demanded that Li¬ 
kud chairman Binyamin Netan¬ 
yahu apologize for claiming other¬ 
wise. 

Likud MK David Levy charged 
that the Israeli-PLO agreement 
was “foe founding charter of the 
Palestinian state. The government 
says: we will not allow a Palestin¬ 
ian state to be established; [in fact, 
however,] it is being established 
with out consent.” 


SYRIAN President Hafez As¬ 
sad told US Secretary of State 
Warren Christopher that he is 
ready for “normalization with 
Israel” at the end of full IDF 
withdrawal from the Golan 
Heights, two Israeli officials 
have confirmed. 

Christopher relayed the 
message to Prime Minister 
Yitzhak Rabin yesterday 
morning. 

The two held another round 
of talks last night at the prime 
minister's residence in 
Jerusalem. 

Speaking to reporters outside 
Rabin's office earlier yesterday, 
Christopher signaled as much cau¬ 
tion as hope. 

“There is clearly a long distance 
to go, but it's significant that the 
parties ar$ now talking on a broad, 
comprehensive range of issues," 
he said. 

It marked the first time that As¬ 
sad has explicitly said his countxy 
is willing to normalize ties. While 
Assad was not specific in defining 
the term. Israel has always wanted 
Damascus to use the term “nor¬ 
malization,” which is widely seen 
as shorthand for full diplomatic 
relations, open borders, and soon. 

“The progress on this Christo¬ 
pher visit to the region is that Isra¬ 
el spoke about withdrawal, and 
Assad spoke about normalization. 
For the first time, the US feels that 
this may work, and there is enough 
to begin future bargaining be¬ 
tween the two sides.” a senior Is¬ 
raeli official said. 

A senior US official concurred 
privately that sufficient progress 
was made to enable future US di¬ 
plomacy to seek to narrow the 
gaps between the sides. “We final¬ 
ly have substantive positions on 
both sides, and they are no longer 
talking slogans. There is serious 
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engagement, but there is a long 
way to go,” he said. 

Another Israeli official said pri¬ 
vately thar Jerusalem wishes As¬ 
sad would provide more details 
about normalization. 

“Assad did say he agTeed to nor¬ 
malization, but at the end of with¬ 
drawal. We would like him to be 
more specific and say diplomatic 
relations, but he told Christopher 
he is witling to negotiate its 
meaning." 

In Rabin’s proposal last week. 
Israel called for ambassadorial 
links after the end of the first 
phase of withdrawal, the return of 
Druse villages on the Golan. 

In a summit meeting with Presi¬ 
dent Bill Clinton earlier tins year. 
Assad said he is willing to have 
“normal peace" with Israel. Israeli 
officials subsequently complained 
that this was insufficient- 

Israeli officials termed Assad's 
overall response “very detailed." 
The Syrian leader also conveyed to 
Christopher his interest in short¬ 
ening the period of IDF withdraw¬ 
al, officials said. Rabin informed 
Christopher on Friday that he 
would be open to a three-phase 
withdrawal over five to eight 
years, but did not commit to full 
withdrawal. 

Assad did not rule out a phased 
withdrawal, but would prefer it 
would all happen at once, and reit¬ 
erated his insistence on complete 
withdrawal. 

Damascus also stuck to Us posi¬ 
tion that foe redeployment of 
troops around the Golan must be 
“symmetrical,” a position Israel 
rejects, saying withdrawal would 
put it at a disadvantage. Jerusalem 
has called For “mutual” 
redeployment. 

Assad, however, rejected Isra¬ 
el’s proposal that current Wash¬ 
ington talks be upgraded to tbe 


foreign minister level or a mi/itary- 
lo-military level. “The Syrians do 
not want a change in format." a 
senior US official said privately. 

Rather. Assad prefers that 
Christopher continue his personal 
involvement. Israeli officials said, 
believing he is likely to return this 
month. 

When asked today if he was 
planning a return in the next few 
weeks. Christopher replied. “I 
don't want 10 fix a time period for 
it. I emphasize that the United 
States is committed to this process, 
and my own personal willingness is 
do it within the limits of time that I 
have, but giving this a very high 
priority . So I don't want to put a 
time on it. but I will try not to let 
the process suffer from my 
unavailability." 

Senior Israeli officials said, 
however, that the secretary of 
state would be returning to the 
region in two weeks' time to push 
the Israeli-Syrian track forward. 

In a recent interview with the 
Post. Rabin said these talks “will 
lead nowhere" as long as Syria is 
not willing 10 simultaneously tack¬ 
le an array of issues - the extent of 
peace, timetable of withdrawal, 
scope of security arrangements, 
and the relationship among the 
three. 

Rabin and Christopher aides 
met during the day to flesh out 
details. US special Middle Easr 
peace talks coordinator Dennis 
Ross held a working group session 
on security issues with IDF Chief 
of Staff Lt.-Gen. Ehud Barak. Ra¬ 
bin military aide Maj.-Gen. Dan¬ 
ny Yatom. and chief negotiator 
with the Syrians Itamar 
Rabinovich. 

Christopher also briefed Presi¬ 
dent Ezer W eizman for some 45 
minutes yesterday on the talks 
with Assad. 


Rabin to meet Arafat today 


PRIME Minister Yitzhak Rabin 
expects to resolve final issues with 
PLO Chairman Yasser Arafat in 
Cairo later today before tomor¬ 
row’s signing of the Gaza-Jericho 
accord. 

Issues to be finalized are: modifi¬ 
cations of the size of Jericho; 
whether a Palestinian policeman 
will symbolically be deployed on 
the Ailenby Bridge; and whether 
Israel will release any Hamas 
prisoners. 

The meeting is tentatively sched¬

De Klerk concedes defeat in South African elections 


Agreement signed 
on Hebron observers 


JOHANNESBURG (AP) - Afri¬ 
can National Congress leader Nel¬ 
son Mandela claimed victory last 
night in South Africa's first all¬ 
race national elections. 

“Free at last!" he said, eight 
days before he was due to be inau¬ 
gurated as the country’s first black 
president. 

Two and a half hours after Presi- 
Vdent F.W. de Klerk conceded de¬ 
feat, Mandela stood before an ec¬ 
static crowd in a ballroom draped 
in ANC colors to accept the re-

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ward of a life spent fighting 
apartheid. 

. "‘This is your victory too," Man¬ 
dela said. “You helped end 

apartheid." 

.*• With about 44 percent of the 
estimated 22-7 million votes 
counted, tbe ANC had 62.6% to 
23.7% for de Klerk’s National Par¬ 
ty. The Zulu nationalist Inkatha 
Freedom Party was a distant third 
with 6.2%. followed by the pro- 
apartheid Freedom Front with 
2 . 8 %.-

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as we hoped,” Mandela said, re¬ 
ferring to hopes the group would 
win a two-thirds-majority. “But 
that is bow democracy works.” 

The ANC was projected to win 
around 240 seats in foe new 400- 
seat Parliament, which will select a 
president certain to be Mandela on 
Friday. On May 10, the new, leader 
will be inaugurated at a ceremony 
attended by world leaders. 

Mandela's speech, and that of 
de Klerk, marked the end of a 
remarkable ■ era that began with 
Mandela's release from prison in 


February 1990 and culminated last 
week when foe country's black 
majority voted Tuesday-Friday in 
the first ail-race democratic 
election. 

About 300 people, many of 
them weeping, watched de Klerk 
as he conceded the end of his pres¬ 
idency at National Party head¬ 
quarters in Pretoria. 

“Next Tuesday I shall lay down 
my responsibilities as state presi¬ 
dent." de Klerk said. “I shall be 
handing over tbe presidency to 
Mr. Mandela.” 


“Mr. Mandela has walked a 
long road and now stands at foe 
top of the hill.'' he said of the 
ANC leader, who spent 27 years in 
prison for opposing the policies 
imposed by de Klerk's party. “I 
bold out my band to Mr. Mandela 
in friendship and in cooperation." 

‘T never- thought I would see 
this happen, to see this man go.” 
said one mixed-race woman, cry¬ 
ing bitterly. 

The mood at ANC election 
headquarters in the Carlton Hotel 
in downtown Johannesburg was 


far more upbeat. Mandela, wear¬ 
ing a dark suit, danced on stage as 
hundreds of supporters joined a 
choir in singing Nkosi Sikelel' iA- 
frika, or God Bless Africa. 

“This is one of the most impor¬ 
tant moments in the life of our 
country," he said. 

“Now is foe time for celebra¬ 
tion, for South Africans to join 
together to celebrate the birth of 
democracy." 

Dc Klerk is expected to serve as 
one of two vice presidents, and in 
his speech he made dear he ex¬ 
pect^ to maintain a powerful 
presence in government. 

“During the past four years, we 
have proved that we can work to¬ 
gether." de Klerk said, referring 
to the relationship he has nurtured 
with Mandela since freeing him 
from prison four years ago. “De¬ 
spite our differences, our relation¬ 
ship has become a symbol of the 
ability of South Africans from 
widely different backgrounds to 
cooperate in the national interest. 
This spirit will be essential to the 
success of the government of na¬ 
tional unity.” 

De Klerk, the product of a tradi¬ 
tional Afrikaner family, took of¬ 
fice in 1 989 and was expected to 
continue the hard-line policies of 
his predecessor. P.W. Botha. But 
he shocked the world by announc¬ 
ing the imminent end of apartheid, 
and in February 1990 he freed 
Mandela from a life prison term 
for opposing apartheid. 

Within months the two men had 
launched negotiations that led to a 
new constitution guaranteeing 
equal rights for blacks and whites 
and clearing the way for all-race 
elections. 

Voting took place in a mood of 
national euphoria over four days 
last week.

PALESTINIAN and Israeli offi¬ 
cials yesterday signed an agree¬ 
ment in Copenhagen to send a 
160-member observer force to He¬ 
bron by May 8. 

The presence of the force, 
named “Temporary International 
Presence in Hebron,” will be limit¬ 
ed to three months. 

The force will be made up of 
unarmed Norwegian. Danish, and 
Italian soldiers, who will wear 
white uniforms and have arm 
bands marked “observers." 

“Their task will be to promote 
stability,” said Labib Terzi. a for¬ 
mer PLO envoy to foe UN. Terzi 
signed foe agreement with Yo- 
hanan Bern, deputy director-gen¬ 
eral of foe Foreign Ministry', and 
government representatives from 
foe participating countries. 

An advance group of 11 observ¬ 
ers is currently in Hebron prepar¬ 


ing for ihe arrival of the rest of the 
force. 

The force will be made up of 35 
Danes. 35 Italians and 90 Norwe¬ 
gians. Sixty soldiers will be field 
observers and the rest office staff 
or support personnel. Die observ¬ 
ers will be commanded by a 
Norwegian. 

“According 10 rhe agreement 
they could be armed if they so 
wished for their self-defense,” said 
Bein. “Your countries have decid¬ 
ed that it’s safer not be armed.”

Shas's election 
campaign for the Histadrut in the haiedi 
sector. 

Yom Leypm has in recent weeks been main¬ 
ly responding to attacks by other segments of 
the haredi sector, who have been highly critical 
of Shas's decision to join forces with Meretz in 
these elections. Last week Yom Leyom pub¬ 
lished an interview with Shas leader Aryeh 
Deri, who boasted about the concessions the 
Ramon-Meretz list had made on issues relating 
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to women's rights, in exchange for Shas's sup¬ 
port. 

Labor leaders and large trade union leaders 
responded to news of the funds allocations by 
calling it a direct payer for Shas's joining the 
list. Shas's election campaign is a joke, they 
said, because Shas is not represented in the 
Histadrut or among the working public eligible 
to vote for the Histadrut. 

Labor Secretary-General Nissim Zvilli said 
the sum that Ramon's list is paying Shas “is 
worth almost two thousand days of advertising, 
and we know what is behind this payment. The 


public is intelligent enough to understand that 
too, and will judge it." 

Shas's MR Sblomo Benizri said yesterday 
that so far some NIS 500,000 have already 
been transferred to the newspaper, intended to 
cover all the election activities, including sup¬ 
port gatherings, parlor meetings, copywriting 
and advertising. He referred to this as “a paltry 
sum." 

Merecz’s MK Ran Cohen yesterday accused 
Labor of conducting what he called a racist 
campaign against Shas, in blasting the Ramon- 
Meretz union with the haredi party. He said he 
was proud to do battle sboulder-to-shoulder 
with Shas. 


Palestinian unpreparedness 
may cause water shortage in Gaza 


THE Palestinians are not ready to 
handle water issue^ in the autono¬ 
mous areas and the lack of water 
management might cause a drink¬ 
ing water shortage in Gaza, Water 
Commissioner Gideon Tsur said 
yesterday. 

Despite the announcement of 
the establishment of a Palestinian 
Water Authority made two weeks 
ago in Tunis and repeated in 
Oman during the multilateral 
talks on water, there is no sign of 
such a body, be said. 

“Overpumping in Gaza 
amounts to 30 million cubic me¬ 
ters a year. There is sewage pollu¬ 
tion from all sorts of sources and a 
lack of licensing to control drill¬ 
ing,'' Tsur said, adding: “I can 
definitely foresee a situation in' 
which the water system collapses 
unless a central water authority is 
quickly established." 

A typical example of the prob¬ 
lems, he said, is the desalination 
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plant built by the civil administra¬ 
tion in Dir Ei-Baiah, which was 
finished six months ago but is still 
not in operation. 

“It is one of the plants we built 
to promote the use of treated and 
purified water. Mekorot set up the 
plant and we trained a Palestinian 
team to operate it. We handed it 
over to them and found that it is 
working a zero number of days a 
week. It's more convenient and 
cheaper to not operate the plant 
and the water bypasses it. They 
compensate for this by pumping 
more from other sources," he 
said. 

“I see this as a case of complete 
negligence. The same is true also 
of sewage treatment plants that we 
built for them. This involves a 
serious threat of pollution. If sew¬ 
age treatment plants are not oper¬ 
ated there is a spillover of raw 


sewage concentrated in one area," 
he said. 

Jewish settlements in Gaza 
will not be affected by the water 
crisis because they will continue 
to receive their supply via 
Mekorot pipelines that draw 
water from within tbe Green 
Line, he noted. 

The Palestinians also buy some 
water from Mekorot, Tsur said, 
but it is not dear whether they 
have the means to continue 
paying for it or will resort to 
using well water alone. 

The situation in Jericho is 
better, as there are more natural 
supplies of water in the dty, 
“Though they might have to 
learn to be more efficient in 
utilizing it." he said. 

Israel has promised to hand 
over all the data on water 
supplies to the Palestinians when 
a body is established to deal with 
the matter. 


Kahalani would quit Labor over Jordan Valley 


LABOR Party MK Avigdor Ka¬ 
halani told some 100 Jordan Val¬ 
ley residents demonstrating near 
the Knesset yesterday that he 
will leave the party if the govern¬ 
ment decides to withdraw from 
the Jordan Valley.

“The whole thrust is to ensure 
that the unemployment situation 
does not impose a threat to the 
peace process, which we believe it 
can," Shnkri Zaki Dajani, ELO’s 
assistant director-general for Arab 
states, said in an interview here 
yesterday. 

The ILO study cautions against 
cuts in social security and unem¬ 
ployment relief that “would be 
detrimental to tbe social stability 
required to facilitate a smooth 
transition to a Palestinian 
authority.” 

The report, entitled “Capacity 
Banding for Soda! development," 
calls on the Palestinian autonomy 
authorities to encourage small 
business expansion and to establish 
a labor and social Affairs depart- 
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POLICE Minister Mosbe Shahal 
warned yesterday that increased 
terror attacks were likely by Arab 
opponents of the Gaza/Jencho 
agreement, with security sources

Speaking at a conference-of 
spokesmen in Jerusalem, Shahal 
said that “opponents on both aides 
have foe common goal of proving 
that it’s not posable for Palestinians 
and Israelis to come to agreement."

“The Palestinians are very wor¬ 
ried about foe potential boomer¬ 
ang effect if they don't succeed in 
coatrolling terror. This is their op¬ 
portunity to show thy can rule re¬ 
sponsibly ’and they dare not fail,” 
Shahal said. 

Added manpower will be neces¬ 
sary on foe three roads established 
for “safe passage" for Palestinians 
between Gaza and Jericho, he 
noted. 

“Police patrols and helicopters 
will have to check the roads to 
ensure that the people are travel¬ 
ing from point A to point B and 
not to Tel Aviv," be explained. 

The burden of security work 
will fall on border police, not sol¬ 
diers, Shahal predicted. 

“The advantages of using police 
instead of the IDF include the fact 
that they are better trained to 
cope with tbe situation than tank 
drivers and that if they are in¬ 
volved in an incident it won’t esca¬ 
late at the international level foe 
way it might if the IDF steps in. It 
also leaves foe IDF to act as deter¬ 
rent,” he said. 

Several questions relating to 
law enforcement remain open, he 
added. Although there will be 
joint Israeli-Palestmian police pa¬ 
trols, it is not yet clear who will be 
entitled to give whom a police re¬ 
port; in what court people will be 
tried, and in cases of accidents, for 
example, whether foe level of 
compensation will be determined 
according to Israeli or Palestinian 
levels, which are much lower.

THE government should not be 
allowed to release some 5,000 
Palestinian prisoners as part of 
the upcoming agreement with 
foe PLO. a petition to the High 
Court of Justice demanded 
yesterday. 

The petition was filed by 
BTsedek, which describes itself 
as a human rights organization; 
head of the Gaza Coast regional 
council Zvi Hendel; and Rabbi 
Ya'acov Meidan of Yeshivat 
Har Etzion in Alon Shvut. 

They argue that no prisoners 
should be released unless they 
sign a commitment to refrain 
from further acts of terror; 
unless the PLO renounces terror 
in all parts of Israel, rather than 
just in foe parts it will soon take 
over; and unless the clause in 
the Palestinian covenant stating 
that “tbe armed struggle is the 
only way to liberate Palestine’’ 
is formally revoked. In addition, 
the petition says, the PLO 
should promise both that the 
released prisoners will not take 
part in the new Palestinian 
police force, where they would 
be given weapons, and that it 
will pardon all suspected 
“collaborators” with Israel. 

Although the petitioners 
object to the release of any 
prisoners who have not yet 
completed their terms, they 
particularly attack the 
government's decision to release 
prisoners from Hamas, Islamic 
Jihad, foe PFLP and foe DFLP - 
all groups which have rejected 
tbe agreement - and prisoners 
convicted of attempted murder. 

This is even contrary to tbe 


government's own principles, as 
expressed in the state's response 
to another High Court petition 
last October, the petition notes. 
In that response, the state said it 
opposed the release of members 
of Hamas or the Islamic Jihad, 
or any prisoners convicted of 
committing “bodily harm.” 

The petition, based on a 
report by the independent 
monitoring group Peace Watch, 
argues that the proposed 
prisoner release is a security 
danger, since other prisoners set 
free since the Declaration of 
Principles was signed on 
September 13 have gone back to" 
committing terrorist acts. 

“Wholesale pardon for 
terrorists whose sole aim is to 
kill Jews represents a grave 
public danger," it states. 

Furthermore, the recent 
PLO-Hamas cooperation 
agreement and Chief of General 
Staff Lt.-Gen. Ehud Barak’s 
statement that the two 
organizations have tbe same 
long-term goals with respect to 
Israel -makes it clear that the 
PLO has not renounced 
terrorism, the petition charges. 

Finally, it argues, the right to 
pardon is granted exclusively to 
the president within Israel and 
the army in the territories - not 
to the cabinet, by virtue of 
signing an agreement. 

'Hie petitioners also requested 
an interim injunction against the 
release, which is scheduled to 
begin 24 hours after the i 
expected signing tomorrow. • 
until the court has made a final 
decision on the petition.

FINANCE Minister Avraham 
Shohat said yesterday he was

Opposition MXs have raised 
a storm over the issue, charging it 
is illegal to grant such a Idan with¬ 
out the finance committee’s 
consent. 

Shohat said the loan was neces¬ 
sary to aid the fund, whose deficit 
this year is expected to exceed 
NIS 1 billion. 

Yesterday, Shohat defended 
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himself to the committee. 

“1 made a proper and legal deci¬ 
sion, out of real and honest con¬ 
siderations,’' he said. “There was 
no possibility of reaching an over¬ 
all arrangement regarding Kupat 
Holim three months before the 
Histadrut elections, and during 
the height of the debate over the 
national health bill." 

Shohat said that after the elec¬ 
tions. he would decide whether 
the loan should be written off as 
part of a general recover)- pro¬ 
gram, or whether it should be re¬ 
covered by withholding parallel 
tax payments due the fund from 
the government. In either case, 
the decision would not create an 
additional budget deficit, and 


therefore did not need the com¬ 
mittee's consent, he said. 

However, he added. ”1 am sor¬ 
ry 1 did not advise the committee 
[of the arrangement]. In retro¬ 
spect. I should have done this." 

Committee members agreed 
that Shohat had not acted proper- 

“It was a mistake," said com¬ 
mittee chairman Gedalya Gal (La¬ 
bor). who worried that if the na¬ 
tional health bill does not pass. 
Kupat Holim will be unable to 
repay the loan. “It would have 
been better for him to have made 
a budgetary request [to the com¬ 
mittee]. But even the finance min¬ 
ister is flesh and blood, and he*s 
allowed to make mistakes." 


Gal added that help should also 
have been extended to the Likud- 
affiliated Kupat Holim Leumit. 
which is in financial difficulties as 
well. 

Opposition MKs were less kind. 

■‘This transfer is a definite viola¬ 
tion of the Kupat Holim recovery 
agreement, and also appears to be 
against the law." said Silvan Sha¬ 
lom (Likud), whose request to 
have the matter investigated by 
the state comptroller wifj be dis¬ 
cussed by the state control com¬ 
mittee this morning.

Social workers: We won’t return to work until wage contract signed

POLICE dispersed some of the 1,500 social 
workers who demonstrated outside the Tel 
Aviv Cinematheque yesterday, detaining 
three. Protests in Jerusalem and Beersheba 
passed quietly. 

A group of the Tel Aviv demonstrators who 
bad blocked the street at the corner of Ibn 
Givrol and Carlebach were forcibly removed 
by police. Only one of the three social workers 
was taken to a police station, but be was later 
released. 

The 9.000 members of the Association of 
Social Workers, whose strike enters its second 
week tomorrow, plan to continue their 
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protests. 

Union head Eli Ben-Gera said yesterday 
that the government has proved that “it speaks 
only to those who use violence." 

The social workers walked out over a wage 
contract initialed a year ago. The wage hike 
promised in the contract was not detailed and 
negotiations over what was indeed promised 
have dragged on for a year. 

Social workers are among the lowest paid 
workers in the public sector. Some 75 percent 
of those employed by local authorities work in 


the four lowest grades in their wage scale. A 
social worker working 39 hours a week in the 
field and 45 “on paper" begins at a gross wage 
of NIS 1.870 a month. The" average "gross sala¬ 
ry of a social worker is NIS 2.42b. The average 
monthly wage paid last December, according 
to the Central Bureau of Statistics, was 
NIS 3.730. 

Treasury wage director Shalom Grunit has 
not moved so far from his stand that he will not 
negotiate the wage contract as long as the 
strike is on. Ben-Gera has said the strike will 
go on until the wage contract is signed, sealed 
and delivered.

The explanation of some com¬ 
mittee members - that the hur- 
tied meeting was necessary to 
'■ prevent the financial collapse of 
’ some of the applicants - does not 
hold water, the petition added, 

■ since it is doubtful that a mere 

■ three days’ delay would have. 
1 made much difference. Further- 

■ more, many of the. grants ap¬ 
proved were for easily deferrable 

■ purposes, such as renovations. 

“With the end of the meeting, 
Lit became clear That the funding 


requests of most of the secular 
cultural institutions in Jerusa¬ 
lem, except the Israel Museum 
and the Israel Festival, weren’t 
even discussed, even though they 
were at the top of the agenda, 
while the requests of haredi edu¬ 
cational institutions, which were 
at the bottom of the agenda, 
were discussed and approved in 
full," the petition charged. 

Yekutieli also objected to 
grants of NIS 90,000 to two other 
haredi institutions by the city's 
finance committee; which, he 
said, is not authorized to make 
such allocations.

Yekutieli also requested an in¬ 
terim injunction to prevent the 
city from distributing the money 
until the court issues a final rul¬ 
ing on his petition.

UN spokesman Cmdr. Eric 
Chaperon said 10 to 15 Serbs ap¬ 
proached the arms collection point 
guarded by French peacekeepers 
Sunday night, demanding (o take a 
122mm artillery piece. 

A four-hour standoff ended 
peacefully around midnight when 
the plane requested by peacekeep¬ 
ers buzzed the depot. 

“It was a test.’ 1 said Maj. Guy 
Vinet. spokesman for UN troops 
who patrol Sarajevo. “After the 
incident, we thought that it was 
not very serious, but during the 
incident, yes, it was serious." 

UN troops have had the heavy 
armaments under guard at several 
points around Sarajevo since the 
Serbs complied with a NATO ulti¬ 
matum in February to remove 
weapons within 20 km of the Bos¬ 
nian capital or turn them over to 
UN troops. 

Vinet said there were about 30 
pieces of weaponry at the collec¬ 
tion point, guarded by 20-25 
French soldiers. 

In the Moslem enclave of Gor- 
azde, Serbs and Bosnian govern¬ 
ment forces clashed near the 


boundary of a similar 5-km zone, 
from which the Serbs are supposed 
to have withdrawn. UN officials 
said yesterday. 

No other details of the fighting 
were immediately available. 

The United Nations said Sunday 
that too many Serb militiamen re¬ 
mained inside Gorazde's exclusion 
zone a week after NATO’s ultima¬ 
tum to remove them. 

“Troops on the ground ... con¬ 
sider that there are too many mili¬ 
tia. Serb militia, in the area,” 
Chaperon said, adding talks were 
under way to remove them. 

Members of the Serb militia or 
police are not specifically men¬ 
tioned in the Western military alli¬ 
ance's ultimatum. But UN officials 
expressed concern at their pres¬ 
ence, and there have been reports 
that Serb soldiers returned to the 
zone outfitted with police uni¬ 
forms and weapons. 

Chaperon estimated that about 
100 Serb policemen remained in 
the area yesterday. 

A landmine blast has claimed 
the lives of two journalists working 
for US publications, officials said 
yesterday. 

A third journalist was wounded 
when their car ran over the mine 
near Mostar in southwest Bosnia- 
Herzegovina. a UN official said. 


Maj. Antonio Albariz. a 
spokesman for Spanish UN troops 
in nearby Medjugorje, iden fifed 
the dead as Brian Brinton, accred¬ 
ited to Magnolia News, a weekly 
newspaper in Seattle, and Francis 
William Tomasic, accredited to 
Spin magazine. 

William T. Vollmann, a novelist 
who is a senior contributing writer 
for Spin, was slightly injured by 
the blast and taken to a Spanish 
military hospital in the region, Al¬ 
bariz said. 

Spin spokesman Jeff Raban in 
New York said Tomasic was Voll- 
mann's photographer and 
interpreter. 

Vollmann, 34. is known for put¬ 
ting himself at risk in pursuit of 
adventure stories for Spin, a mu- 
sic-oriented youth culture 
magazine. 

Vollmann’s assignment “was 
something be suggested - a human 
angle to the war-tom area." Rab- 
han said. “He has cane blanche." 

A recent New York Times Sun¬ 
day magazine profile of Vollmann 
said “his methods of mingling his 
own life with his work have led 
him co put himself at all sorts of 
serious risk." leading readers “to 
wonder whether he will survive to 
finish" a saga of the history of 
North America. 


Cyclone smashes into Bangladesh 


DHAKA (Reuter) - A cyclone 
slammed into Bangladesh yester¬ 
day evening and officials said it 
could result in heavy damage to 
property and loss of life. 

Disaster control officials said 
they feared substantial damage as 
heavy rain and winds of up to 200 
km per hour battered the islands 
of St Martin’s and Sandwip in the 
Bay of Bengal, and the coastal ar¬ 
eas of Teknaf and Cox’s Bazar. 

They said among the worst hit 
could be some 200,000 Burmese 
refugees in 19 camps in Teknaf 
and Cox's Bazar, which plunged 
into complete darkness after the 
storm disrupted power supplies. 

Highways were blocked by fall¬ 
en trees, a journalist in Cox's Ba¬ 
zar told Reuters. 

Officials in the capital Dhaka 
said they bad lost wireless contact 
with St Martin’s and Sandwip is¬ 
land after the storm started hitting 
the coast between Teknaf and 
Burma. 

They said areas along the coast 


and offshore islands could be inun¬ 
dated by a six-metre storm surge. 

Alarmed by prospects of heavy 
losses of life and property, the 
goveramem and several disaster 
management bodies put 30,000 
rescue volunteers on emergency 
standby. 

Prime Minister Begum Khaleda 
Zia, presiding over an emergency 
cabinet meeting, also asked the 
army, navy and airforce to be on 
maximum alert to take on rescue 
and relief operations. 

“This is certainly a giant storm 
and could be as colossal as the 
April 29 cyclone of 1991," Deputy 
Commissioner of Cox's Bazar. En- 
amul Kabir. told Reuters. 

The 1991 storm, the worst in 
Bangladesh’s history, killed more 
than 138.000 people as it struck 
the coast and islands with winds of 
235 kpb and whipped up six-me¬ 
tre-high waves. The government 
estimated property and crop dam¬ 
age at more than S3 billion. 

The latest cycloc?. was spread 


across a 100-km front and was 
moving landward at 25 km per 
hour. 

Officials said about 300.000 
people had been shifted to safety 
while thousands more moved vol¬ 
untarily. still haunted by the 1991 
tragedy. 

Kabir earlier said preparations 
had been taken to evacuate up to 
600.000 people from the storm’s 
course “but many more would still 
be left behind to face the brunt of 
the storm”. 

But he said the 1991 disaster had 
made the publice more aware of 
their safety, “which may actually 
hold down the number of 
casualties". 

Meteorology officials said they 
advised Chittagong port to hoist 
“great danger signal number 10". 
which is a warning of a severe 
disaster. 

Cox’s Bazar has also been asked 
to fly a number 10 signal while the 
Mongla port will hoist a number 
eight signal.

NEW ORLEANS (AP) - Two 
teen-age girls killed a German 
man after “befriending” him, lur¬ 
ing him to a deserted park near the 
French Quarter and then trying to 
rob him. police said yesterday. 

The 25-year-old German was 
killed early Sunday while trying to 
wrest a revolver away from the 
younger attacker, said a police 
spokesman. 

Police identified the victim as a 


member of the German military. 

Chanda DesDva. 18, was arrest¬ 
ed and faced a charge of first-de¬ 
gree murder. A 16-year-old girl, 
whose name was not released be¬ 
cause she is a juvenile, was arrest¬ 
ed yesterday and faced the same 
charge. Police said the 16-year-old 
could be charged as an adult, in¬ 
creasing the penalty she might face 
if convicted.

ROME (Reuter) - Media magnate 
Silvio Berlusconi began talks on 
Italy’s new government yesterday 
with controversy over whether 
neo-fascists will join his cabinet 
and the possible arrest of one of 
his top business aides. 

Berlusconi, appointed prime 
minister-designate last week, was 
meeting labour and business lead¬ 
ers in his 5rst formal consultations 
oo the government's programme. 

Leaders of Italy’s three big 
trades unions said Berlusconi had 
pledged to respect a landmark 
cost-of-labour accord struck last 
year by the outgoing government. 

The agreement, which abol¬ 
ished automatic wage indexation 
in Italy, is widely credited with 
having ended a decades-old wages 
spirafand eased pressures on pre¬ 
viously endemic inflation. 

Berlusconi was “very satisfied” 
with the union talks, his spokes¬ 
man Antonio Tajani said. 

The partners in Berlusconi's 
election-winning “Freedom Alli¬ 
ance'' were to meet today and one 
of the politicians involved, Ro¬ 


berto Maroni of the federalist 
Northern League, said cabinet 
ministers should be known at the 
end of the day. 

“The forces of the majority will 
meet tomorrow and a list of minis¬ 
ters will emerge from the sum¬ 
mit.” Maroni. the League’s leader 
in the Chamber of Deputies (lower 
house), said. 

“There are no great obstacles, 
just two or three questions that 
have still to be resolved.” Maroni 
told reporters. 

He said one outstanding issue 
was who should hold the powerful 
post of Interior Minister, to which 
the League has laid claim. 

The League and the National 
Alliance joined an electoral pact 
with Berlusconi’s Forza Italia par¬ 
ty when the tycoon, owner of a $7 
billion a year business empire, 
stepped into politics in late 
January. 

Berlusconi brushed off concern 
about the presence in government 
of the National Alliance, formed 
by the neo-fascist Italian Social 
Movement (MSI) whose policies 


were long inspired by the ideals of 
late dictator Benito Mussolini. 

“There wifi be no (fascists in (he 
government). It seems to me that 
it can be completely ruled out,” 
Berlusconi said. 

He was responding to remarks 
earlier yesterday by 1985 Nobel 
Economics laureate Franco Modi¬ 
gliani. who fled Italy under fascism 
in World War Two and is now a 
United States citizen. 

“I can’t hide the fact that there 
is great fear of fascists in power 
and I’m happy to have left Italy. I 
hope you won’t have to repent for 
having stayed,” Modigliani, 75, 
told an audience in Rome. 

Berlusconi also shrugged off a 
tribunal's decision in Milan to 
back the possible arrest of one of 
the leading executives in his Finin- 
vest business empire, Marcello 
dell'Utri. ■ 

The tribunal approved a request 
by investigating magistrates to ar¬ 
rest dell’Utri, head of Fimnvest's 
Publitalia advertising- company, 
and two business associates on sus¬ 
picion of false accounting. 


Stolen Van Dyck painting found under bed in Rome 


ROME (Reuter) - A painting by 
the 17th century Flemish master 
Van Dyck, which was stolen from 
a church in Sicily in 1981. has been 
found hidden under a bed in an 
apartment in Rome. 

They said investigators stum¬ 


bled across the work, a small study 
of a head worth an estimated 1.3 
billion lire ($770,000). almost by 
chance when they searched the 
apartment in the course of other 
inquiries into receipt of stolen 
goods. 


The apartment’s owner, a bank 
worker who was not named, faces 
charges of handling stolen goods' 
bnt was not detained. police said. 
They said experts had identified 
the painting as having been stolen 
from a church in Comiso, Sicily.

“But in the 90s my feeling is that 
most men probably recognise a 
bright woman as being a potential¬ 
ly decent manager.” 

Most agree that aggression is

He added that he believed the ex¬ 
plosions had occurred on a flare 
stack, a gantry carrying the pipe 
which bums off excess gases on oil 

A gas leak was blamed, for the 
explosions on the Piper Alpha oil 
platform in July 1988. in which 167 
people were killed. That rig was 
operated by American owners 
Occidental.

Bloodied machetes mark Rwandan frontier 


RUSOMO (Reuter) - Piles of 
bloodied machetes and spears 
mark the Rwandan side of the 
bridge crossing into Tanzania. 

The flood of people fleeing 
across the border in one of the 
biggest mass exoduses of refugees 
ever seen were forced to leave' the 
weapons behind by the Tanzanian 
authorities. 

Bloated bodies floating down 
the swollen Kagera river bear tes¬ 
timony to their use. 

Most of those fleeing into Tan¬ 
zania, where an estimated 250,000 
frightened people have already ar¬ 
rived. are members of the Hutu 
tribe .whose kinsmen are blamed 
for the slaughter of tens of thou¬ 
sands Of Tutsis. 

Now as the Tutsi-dominated re¬ 
bel-Rwanda Patriotic Front (RPF) 
sweeps away the remnants of the 
government army, they in turn 
fear death. 

The road from G ah ini. 60 kins 
east of the besieged capital Kigali, 
to this border village is strewn with 
belongings of people fleeing the 
rebel advance. 

The RPF says three groups of 
people make up the exodus - those 
who were caught in crossfire, 
those who fled because they were 
members of government militia or 
armed forces, and those who be¬ 
lieved in government propaganda 
saying they would be killed. 

The rebels deny carrying out 
any massacres and aid workers say 
there is little evidence to the 
contrary. 

“There is no evidence whatso¬ 
ever the RPF has misbehaved. 
There can always be exceptions 
but it seems their troops are under 
strict orders.” said one aid worker 
who asked not to be identified. 

The RPF has denied allegations 
by UN High Commissioner for 
Refugees (UNHCR) officials in 
Geneva that it had closed the 
Rwandan-Tanzanian border. 

“We have not closed the border. 
People are free to move to and 
from,'' Major Jeffrey Byegeka, a 
senior RPF officer in the area, told 
Reuters. 

UN aid workers say up to a 
quarter of a million people may 
have already streamed across the

US black activist 
spreads racism 
by telephone 

TORONTO (AP) - A controversial 
Mack US activist, denied entry into 
fanaita by immig ration officials, 
gave a scheduled speech by phone 
and blamed iher Canadian govern¬ 
ment and Jews for -his border 
troubles.

“My intent to being in Canada 
today was not to stir up controver¬ 
sy, nor to teach you to hate white 
people or Jews ... but to teach you 
to love your black selves,” he told 
the crowd at a private dub. 

Muhammad gave a speech in No¬ 
vember at Kean College in New 
Jersey in which be referred to Jews 
as “bloodsuckers” and called the 
head of the Catholic church that 
“old, no-good Pope.” 

At the time be was US spokes¬ 
man for the Nation of Islam, bnt 
that organization's leader, Lewis 
Farrakhan, later removed him 
from the post.

“The parents are unknown, 
probably dead,” said Charlotte 
Sautau, aged 55. 

She told how she bad run an 
orphanage at Kibongo but fled af¬ 
ter the army and the feared Hutu 
“Interhamwe" militia, blamed for 


the bulk of the killings, came and 
killed her 16-year-old Tutsi 
helper. 

“They looted my house, they 
stole my car and they said they 
were looking for Tutsis." she said. 

Latest esimates say as many as 
200.000 people, mainly Tutsis. 
may have been killed in ethnic 
slaughter sparked by the killing on 
April b of Hutu President Juvenal 
Habyarimana in a rocket attack on 
his plane. 


Four German rightists arrested for burning synagogue 


BONN (AP) - Four young right- 
wing extremists have been arrest¬ 
ed for the firebombing of a syna- 

f ogue in Luebeck. the Federal 
rosecutor's Office said yesterday. 
The March 25 attack in the 
northern port city marked the first 
time a Jewish house of worship 
bad burned since the Nazi era. 

The four suspects plotted the 
firebombing “out of hate against 
foreigners and against Jews” and 
are being investigated for attempt¬ 
ed murder, the prosecutor's office 
in Karlsruhe said in a statement. 

There are apartments in the two 
floors above the synagogue, and 


the tenants were asleep at the time 
of the attack. A neighbor heard 
breaking glass and alerted the ten¬ 
ants and firefighters. 

The fire caused no injuries but 
charred two front rooms where the 
dry's small Jewish' community was 
planning to hold its first Passover 
Seder since the Holocaust. 

Many Germans were shamed 
and enraged by the firebombing. 
Several thousand people marched 
against radal hatred and anti-Sem¬ 
itism in Luebeck and other dties. 

According to the Karlsruhe 
prosecutors, the suspects plotted 


the attack a day before carrying it 
out. 

After building several fire¬ 
bombs, the four met at the syna¬ 
gogue on Luebeck’s St. Annen 
Street at about 2:15 a.m. on March 
25, the prosecutor’s office said. 

One of the suspects poured a 
flammable liquid onto the syna¬ 
gogue's porch and then threw a 
firebomb, setting the building on 
fire, the office said. 

The suspects, all from Luebeck, 
were identified as Niko T. and Bo¬ 
ris H., both age 19; 21-year-old 
Dirk B.; and 24-year-old Stephan 


W. Their full last names were not 
given. 

The Luebeck Nachrichten news¬ 
paper said the four come from a 
dty district that has a large popula¬ 
tion of supporters of the Republi¬ 
cans and the German Peoples 
Union. Gerinany's two largest 
radical-right parties. 

The newspaper also said one of 
the suspects was arrested on April 
28. and he informed on the three 
others during questioning by 
police.

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Rabin’s transformation 


T HE most puzzling phenomenon in the 
debate about the agreement with the 
PLO is the complete transformation of 
Prime Minister Yitzhak Rabin's political 
thinking. It would have been easier for Israelis 
to “give the agreement a chance” had Rabin 
remained what he was in pre-election days: a 
security-conscious leader who believed in ter¬ 
ritorial compromise, but contemptuously 
shunned the simplistic slogans of the “peace 
camp.” 

To hear Rabin yesterday tell his party com¬ 
rades that what causes bloodshed in this coun¬ 
try is Israeli “rule over another people” is to 
wonder if one’s ears were playing tricks. This 
explanation is, of course, the age-old Arab 
claim which cannot withstand even superficial 
logical scrutiny. 

Rabin, it must be assumed, did not mean 
Israeli rule over the 850,000 Israeli Arabs, 
who are just as surely “another people” as the 
residents of the territories, but the Israeli 
presence in Judea. Samaria, and Gaza. But he 
must know that most of the bloodshed preced¬ 
ed 1967. Terrorism, at times far more deadly 
and disruptive than anything in recent years, 
was an inexorable part of life in this country, 
as Rabin himself has said, for the past 100 
years. And the pre-1967 wars of annihilation 
against Israel, far more costly and dangerous 
than terrorism, could hardly be blamed on 
Israel’s “rule over another nation." 

Nor is Rabin’s dismissal of the security val¬ 
ue of “settlements” comprehensible. That ci¬ 
vilian residences - whether in Tel Aviv or 
Elon Moreh - are of little strategic value is a 
given. But it is the Israeli presence in these 
places which makes military protection legiti¬ 
mate. To say, as Rabin has repeatedly done, 
that the Samaria settlements are useless be¬ 


cause they do not protect Afula is to suggest 
that some Israeli lives are more valuable than 
others. Afula, after all, does not protect the 
settlements either. 

Inadvertently, Rabin provided a rebuttal to 
his own argument. Trying to explain his will¬ 
ingness to abandon the Golan, he asserted 
that it is not the settlements there which pro¬ 
tect the state, but Israeli tanks. Precisely. But 
if Israel's settlements are removed, the tanks 
will go, too. 

The most incomprehensible argument is 
one which Rabin has consistently propounded 
ever since he became prime minister. Unless 
peace is achieved with Syria, he said again 
yesterday, a Damascus-Bagbdad-Teheran 
axis may threaten Israel “in five to seven 
years.” It is difficult to fathom how ari experi¬ 
enced Israeli leader can believe that, if a 
Syrian dictator in the year 2000 decides that it 
is in his interest to form such an alliance, he 
would be deterred by a peace treaty with the 
Jewish state. It is an expectation similar to 
that which Israel seems to have of the PLO: 
that having signed an agreement with Israel it 
will fight against its Hamas brethren on Isra¬ 
el's behalf. 

The one question Rabin did not answer at 
yesterday's Labor Party session was how the 
establishment of a Palestinian state can be 
avoided. His silence was an eloquent admis¬ 
sion of the obvious: a Palestinian state (which 
Rabin said he “does not support") cannot 
indeed be avoided if the agreement with the 
PLO is implemented. 

This means the outcome of the current pro¬ 
cess is a PLO-Hamas state on the 1949 lines 
and the relinquishment of the whole Golan. It 
is doubtful the Rabin of 1992 would have 
considered such a denouement acceptable. 


So much for democracy 


I T is only a year ago since this newspaper 
joined some others in praising “an event 
bordering on the miraculous” - a free, 
fair, multiparty election in an Arab state. 
Even more remarkable, the election was in 
Yemen, a three-year-old union of near-funda¬ 
mentalist North Yemen and creakingly Marx¬ 
ist South Yemen. It seems the plaudits were 
somewhat premature. 

Fighting there appears to have eased after 
Egypt's weekend mediation, but not before 
heavy clashes between rival northern and 
southern Yemeni factions killed and wounded 
hundreds. It was inevitable that some tensions 
would remain between the two halves of the 
county - a tradition-oriented North and qua¬ 
si-socialist South. But many democratic states 
survive internal divisions, even make positive 
use of creative tension between their people. 

In the Arab world, Yemen represented a 
brave new departure that deserved encour¬ 
agement and, despite its support for Saddam 
Hussein in the Gulf War. it got it. Significant¬ 
ly, reports from ordinary people in both north 
and south Yemen this weekend show a gener¬ 
al contempt for the faction leaders responsible 
for the fighting - Vice-President Ali Salem al- 
Baidh. a southerner who has fallen out with 
President Ali Abdullah Saleh in San'a. In 
Yemen, we have yet again another case of an 
Arab people with valid aspirations being sold 
down the drain by self-centered, power- 
hungry leaders who are ready to reach for the 
gun or the tank as an answer to each and every 
disagreement. 

The socialist southerners claim the armored 
battle which erupted north of San'a last week 
between their Third Brigade and the northern 
First Brigade at Amran was the opening shot 
in a “plot" by San'a to drive out southern 
military forces which were deployed in the 


north under the 1990 merger. 

The northern faction blames the fighting on 
separatist aims in the south and San'a accused 
the Socialist Party of “distorting facts and 
spreading -poison through fabricated state¬ 
ments about the regrettable battles that have 
saddened all Yemenis.” Northerners outnum¬ 
ber southerners three to one but deny they are 
seeking political and economic domination of 
all Yemen. 

These are types of disagreement and con¬ 
flicting perceptions common in many coun¬ 
tries and, as long as they are kept within 
democratic frameworks - parliamentary de¬ 
bates. court rulings, and public discussion - 
they are part of the stuff of evolving nations. 
But not yet, apparently, of Arab nations. 

As usual in such conflicts, brotherly Arab 
mediators have rushed in to paper over the 
public relations cracks of yet another embar¬ 
rassing, if somewhat typical. Middle Eastern 
tryst with democracy. The mediators them¬ 
selves are a somewhat sorry lot, albeit sincere 
in the case of Jordan and Egypt. Jordan is 
ruled by a king too timid to emerge from the 
shadows of secret diplomacy to take a solid 
stand on his near-complete treaty with Israel. 
Egypt is locked in a spiral of terrorism and 
repression as it tries to hold fundamentalist 
wolves at bay. And as for Syria - President 
Assad certainly has a way with conflict resolu¬ 
tion as his own city of Hama, where thousands 
were massacred, and the packed political pris¬ 
ons in his country can testify. 

After Yemen's new conflict, there must be 
an inevitable deja vu feeling that the Arab 
states are doomed to remain a collective polit¬ 
ical basket case for the foreseeable future. It's 
a sobering thought for a democratic Israel 
trying to tie similar, and worse, regimes to 
long-term peace deals.

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The missing motivation 


I F you suddenly bear about Is¬ 
raeli envoys dashing off to 
America, Africa, Europe and 
Asia to try and persuade world 
leaders to supply information 
about missing IDF soldiers and 
PoWs, don’t get excited. 

And don't hold your breath if 
you read that senior and junior 
representatives are running 
around to the Vatican, the Krem¬ 
lin and the Great Wall of China, 
to Arafat's murder-agents, and to 
Assad, that “enlightened" leader, 
to try possibly to track down the 
missing half of missing soldier Za- 
charia Baumel's dog tag. 

You ought to know that it's all a 
smokescreen. Deported Palestin¬ 
ians are going to be returned, 
wanted men allowed back into the 
country, many thousands of ter¬ 
rorists released - without any 
compensation. This sort of dash¬ 
ing about is a permanent ritual. It 
happens before each large wave of 
terrorist releases. 

The government gives bereaved 
parents and an anxious public 
some reason to hope, so that it can 
implement the terrorist releases 
without hindrance. 

True, this is a complex problem, 
difficult to bear. The work, car¬ 
ried out qnietly, far from prying 
eyes, is frustrating. The govern¬ 
ment has been making a great ef¬ 
fort lasting years to locate our 
MiAs and PoWs. But all in vain. 
Our concerned hearts meet only 
hearts of stone. 

But is this the only way? Have 
we really done everything we can? 

There was a time when we knew 
how to get our kidnapped and cap¬ 
tured soldiers returned. We took 
prisoners from the enemy by raids 
and ambushes along the border, 
then exchanged them for our men. 
The method was effective. A 
“bank" of prisoners was what 
Moshe Dayan said we needed. 
Never knowing what would hap¬ 
pen, we used our imagination, at¬ 
tacked outposts and "collected" 
prisoner for prisoner. 

An outstanding example oc-

curred in June 1972. Three of our 
Air Force pilots had been shot 
down over Syria in 1970 and held 
hostage. In return, a planned op¬ 
eration resulted in the capture at 
the border of a Syrian brigadier- 
general. two colonels and two air 
force lieutenant-colonels. An ex¬ 
change of prisoners was subse¬ 
quently arranged. 

DECADES HAVE gone by. and

I still feel the nationwide earth¬ 
quake that occurred every time an 
Israeli soldier was taken prisoner. 
We didn't rest for a moment. 

True, we paid a high price for 
the principle of not abandoning a 
soldier in enemy hands. Some¬ 
times, our casualties were greater 
than the number of PoWs we lib¬ 
erated. But we brought them 
home. 

The Canadian Gen. E. M. 
Burns, head of the UN Observer 
corps in the 1950s. wrote that he 
couldn't understand an entire na¬ 
tion “going crazy” because of one 
wounded sergeant taken prisoner. 
Perhaps he did not -understand. 
We understood alt too well. 

There was a time when the Ar¬ 
abs knew they would pay a heavy 
price for holding on to Israeli pris¬ 
oners. Today, they know they will 
get a higher price for not returning 
them. Then, they knew that an 
Israeli soldier held hostage meant 
their being severely and continu¬ 


ously hit by our forces at a rising 
cost to them. It was too costly, not 
worth their while, to hold PoWs. 

Today’s Situation is the reverse. 
The Arabs know that the longer 
they hold Israeli soldiers, even 
their corpses, the higher the price 
they can extort from Israel. To¬ 
day, it isn’t worthwhile returning 
them. 

So when people say the govern¬ 
ment is to blame, they are right. 
Die government, by way of ex¬ 
cuse, responds: "Likud govern¬ 
ments also didn’t do everything 
possible." That's true. 

But, first, this isn't a political 
party issue; and secondly, I do not 
remember a single instance in 
which we returned enemy prison¬ 
ers without getting even a partial 
exchange - whether it was soldiers 
who were still alive, or their 
corpses, or even authentic infor¬ 
mation on their fate. 

The government wouldn't even 
have to seize prisoners from the 
other side. It holds thousands of 
terrorists in our jails, and there 
are hundreds of deportees in the 
process of returning. The govern¬ 
ment is not even doing the mini¬ 
mum possible: to go on holding 
those terrorists as ransom for our 
soldiers or their bodies. 

The government is not even tak¬ 
ing advantage of the terrorists it is 
holding to acquire information 
about our prisoners. 

The ‘Tunis advocates" in our 
midst contend: “Arafat does not 
know; he is having difficulty get¬ 
ting information." But it's easier 
for Arafat to get information than 
it is for us. 

If Arafat wanted to. he oould 
get us the necessary information, 
as well as the missing men. When 
be wanted to. he gave us half a dog 
tag. 

We simply need to demand it. 
Meanwhile, we should delay the 
release of prisoners. 

This is the last chance.

I T doesn’t take a military ex¬ 
pert to know that there will be 
no peace treaty with Syria and 
no full normalization of relations 
without a full withdrawal from the 
Golan and an uprooting of all Jew¬ 
ish settlements. 

The prime minister is either de¬ 
luding himself or the public - or 
both - when he seems to claim 
otherwise. 

If the result were a true, warm 
peace such as that which obtains 
between the US and Canada, a 
stable, “New Middle East” in 
which Israel's place and role were 
secure, many people would ap¬ 
prove of KniiTs withdrawing from 
all of the Golan. They would will¬ 
ingly, if reluctantly, undergo the 
trauma of moving 15.000 Jewish 
residents to the nearby Galilee, 
the more distant Negev, of wher¬ 
ever they chose. 

The Middle East is not stable, 
and not terribly “new." And while 
Syrian leader Hafez Assad’s lon¬ 
gevity may be remarkable, it isn’t 
reason enough to remove the best 
deterrence Israel has against a 
Syrian attack: our tanks practical¬ 
ly on the outskirts of Damascus. 

The reason Prime Minister 
Yitzhak Rabin continues to speak 
of compromise and withdrawal on 
the Golan and not from the Go¬ 
lan, is that he is hardly more able 
to confront the Israeli public with 
a full withdrawal in return for a 
peace treaty than Assad is ready 
to confront his public with a peace 
treaty for anything less. 

Perhaps, in spite of US pressure 
to reach a "comprehensive settle¬ 
ment." both leaders would do well 
to step back from the brink - rep¬ 
resented. at least for now. by a 
chasm neither can bridge. 

Perhaps they need to admit that 
this may not be the time for nor¬ 
malization. Years, even decades, 
may need to pass before trains ply 
the route between Haifa and Da¬ 
mascus. before we can drive to our 
summer vacations in Turkey, be¬ 
fore Israel can give up sovereignty 
on the Golan. 

This isn’t to say that war, or 
even enmity, need be the alterna¬ 
tive. Our relations with Jordan 
over die decades have shown that 
not only can two formal enemies 
live side by side and never fire a 
shot, but that trade and other ties 
can develop and, slowly, nonnal- 
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ization begin to creep in. 

The dozens of unihabited 
square kilometers that Israel is 
considering ceding to Jordan in 
the Arava raise little public con¬ 
cern in Israel. 

WHAT THE two leaders need -

either directly or through interme¬ 
diaries - is to agree to step back 
from the front lines of the peace 
process. 

Most analysts report that the 
Golan does not top Syria's agen¬ 
da, that Assad’s health, Lebanon, 
succession and Turkey are more 
important. 

Once Assad understands that 
Israel is not wilting to give up the 
Golan just yet, and Rabin under¬ 
stands that Assad ts unwilling to 
settle for less, the two leaders will 
have all the incentive in the world 
to develop an alternative common 
agenda, one which may eventually 
lead to normalization. 

For example, in return for a real 
truce in Lebanon. Israel could 
promise to withdraw its forces in 
South Lebanon. Similarly, both 
sides could agree to a thinning of 
forces along the current Golan 
border. 

Syria could allow easier move¬ 
ment of goods and people across 
the border, and Israel could allow 
certain symbols of Syrian sov- 
reignty to be displayed on tbe Go¬ 
lan. 

In return for allowing limited 
trade, Israel might even agree to 
refrain from establishing new set¬ 
tlements. although it should not 
agree to limit the growth of exist¬ 
ing ones. 

Die objective of all this would 
be to allow the peace process to 
move from-a situation in which no 
solution is likely to be found in the 
short run to one in which normal¬ 


ization develops slowly and par¬ 
tially over time. Hopefully, a 
point would be reached at which 
our relations with Syria, if not Kke 
those between the US and Cana¬ 
da. were at least like those which 
have characterized our relation¬ 
ship with Jordan. 

Wien years, maybe decades, 
have passed, when the issues relat¬ 
ed to Palestinian autonomy have 
been resol red, when an informal 
peace has been in effect - then the 
final steps for full normalization 
can be taken. 

If, by then, Syria is ready to 
play “Hatikva" in foe main square 
of its capital, if the train runs be¬ 
tween Haifa and Damascus and 
Jewish settlers with Israeli citizen¬ 
ship can stay in their homes; per¬ 
haps, then, long after Rabin and 
Assad have left the stage to oth¬ 
ers, we can allow what by then 
would be a mere formality, hardly 
more than the exchange of flags: 
the transfer of sovereignty over 
the Golan to Syria. 

Perhaps by then there will be a 
“New Middle East", and such 
symbols will have become unnec¬ 
essary.

T HE 12 vears we have spent 
searching for information 
about our son, Zachana.

Yet it has been punctuated by 
reasons for hope: an encouraging 
lead, a new source, a piece of 
verifiable information - and. fi¬ 
nally. tbe prospect of using our 
boys as a bargaining chip in the 
peace negotiations. 

But today, we feel we have 
reached a dead end. We are filled 
only with despair. 

Tomorrow. Prime Minister 
Yitzhak Rabin is to sign a docu¬ 
ment promising the release of 
many thousands of Palestinian 
prisone rs - without requiring in

return even a shred of informa¬ 
tion about the whereabouts and 
well-being of Israel's missing sol¬ 
diers. 

Tomorrow. despite our an¬ 
guished pleas to the prime minis¬ 
ter and the Knesset, despite the 
efforts of thousands of students 
the world over and tbe over¬ 
whelming outpouring of support 
we have received during our on¬ 
going hungerstrike, any hope for 
. the future of our sons will have 
been negotiated away. 

THROUGHOUT THE past two 
weeks of our hunger strike, we 
have demanded that no Palestin¬ 
ian prisoners be freed until PLO 
chairman Yasser Arafat provides 
verifiable information about the 
fate of our sons. 

A recent Gallup found that 
over 85 percent.of the Israeli 
public concurred with this de¬ 
mand. Yet the simplest explana¬ 
tion of how Arafat obtained our 
son Zacharia’s dog tag has been 
withheld. 

Tragically, the present govern¬ 
ment is determined to go forward 
with its peace plan, no matter 
whaL With its actions, it has 
clearly declared that Israeli sol¬ 
diers are expendable. 

How can any general who led 
his soldiers into battle, promising 
never to leave a soldier on the 
battlefield, take pride in an 
agreement that abandons inno¬ 
cent young men who followed or¬ 
ders and fought to defend their 
country? 

This is more than a betrayal of 
trust. It weakens Israel's first line 
of defense. 

The IDFs international repu¬ 
tation is well deserved. But an 
CDF which ignores its heritage 
and abandons its principles is im¬ 
potent. And an impotent IDF is 
the greatest threat to any peace 
process and to the fnture of the 
State of Israel. 

Therefore, once again we call 
upon the government. Defense 
Ministry and army to show the 
necessary backbone and stand up 
for what is rightfully theirs. To 
do any less is unthinkable. 

In the name of all parents who 
care about their children and all 
citizens who care about Israel's 
honor in battle and responsibility 
to its soldiers, we urge the public 
to keep this issue alive. Lend 
youT strong voices to our weak¬ 
ened ones. . 

No one seeks peace more than 
we do. But peace at any price is 
no victory for our country ot its 
leaders.

Division Bell (NMC) sounds very

Though they may be imitating 
themselves, the Floyd still do it 
'better than anyone else. And the 
album makes for pleasant listen- 

■ ing, with its spiraling echoing har- 
i monies, it's haunting guitar riffs 
> and its vocal choruses. 

* However, the musidans who 
make up the band's current line¬ 
up are short on something to say. 
Their sound is still as eerie as it 

. was back in 1969 when the BBC 
: invited them to improvise a sound¬ 
track to NASA's shots of the 
moon landing. 

But you are not likely to link 
their current lyrics to images of 

■ anything more awe-inspiring than 
, a bunch of aging yuppies still hurt 
. and baffled by their inability to get 

along with each other. 

Much of this album's content 
seems to be about the group's di¬ 
vorce from former leading light 
and notorious egomaniac Roger 
Waters. It must be sad when a 
creative partnership that brought 
the world gems like “Money" and 
“Shine On You Crazy Diamond" 
dissolves in a wrangle of legal 
threats. But surely there are other 

■ events in their current lives worth 
commemorating. 

Unfortunately the band’s cur¬ 
rent line up of David GQraour,

On the personal intimacy front,

where.” 

This album and the tour that 
follows its release are the most 
expensive enterprises in the 
band’s history.

TWENTY-four-year-oId Me'shell 
NdegeOcello (pronounced N-day- 
gay-O-chello) is no aging white 
yuppie - she's black, lesbian and 
angry. 

She terms her first album Plan¬ 
tation Lullabies (Hed Am) a col¬ 
lection of “Broken-Hearted Rev¬ 
olutionary Love Songs" and 
claims to be a modern-day griot- 
(gree-oh), the storyteller/singer 
and keeper of the oral history and 
experience of Afrikan peoples.

Bostonians boost 
crossover sounds

O NE of the songs that ihe 
Boston Camerata sings in 
its program The Sacred 
Bridge sounds like it's in Yiddish. 

"Actually it's medieval High 
German." says Joel Cohen in a 
telephone interview from his 
home in Boston. 

Cohen. 52. is a lutenist. singer 
and director of the five-member 
Boston Camerata which will per¬ 
form The Sacred Bridge on May 20 
and 21 at the Israel Festival. 

The secular and sacred songs, 
mostly Jewish and mostly from the 
12th and 13th centuries, still show 
the crossovers between Judaism 
and the dominant Christian cul¬ 
ture of the time. 

Jewish troubadours, like their 
Christian counterparts, wandered 
through medieval Europe, and 
early church liturgies freely bor¬ 
rowed from the more ancient Jew¬ 
ish musical tradition. 

One of the first items on the 
program. Cohen says, is a Gregori¬ 
an version of Psalm i 14 “that have 
the same tune whose common an¬ 
cestor has probably been floating 
around since before the Roman 
conquest [of Palestine] in 70 CE." 

“That labyrinth of sources is 
what makes this music so endlessly 
interesting." Cohen says. He rein¬ 
forces his thesis with the story of a 
dinner at a friend's home in Paris. 

It's the last song of The Sacred 
Bridge and is the closing prayer or 
ne'ila for the Day of Atonement. 
Cohen had found it in an old Se¬ 
phardic song book in Sarajevo, 
one of the places to which the 
Jews migrated after their 1492 ex¬ 
pulsion from Spain and Portugal, 
and he sang it that evening. 

"No." said his friends Moroc- 
can-bom grandfather, "this is how 
it goes." and he sang a variant of 
that same song. 

COHEN'S INTEREST in early 
music dates from his college days. 
Born and raised in Providence. 
Rhode Island, he studied composi¬ 
tion at Harvard University and then 
went to Paris for two years to study 
with pianist Nadia Boulanger. 

“I've not written original music 
in a long time," he says, "but 
making this old music cohere has 
much to do with the compositional 
process. There’s very little music 
of the rime that's written down, 
and rhe notation that exists is very 
sketchy. The oldest piece of Jew¬ 
ish music that's written down is a 
eulogy to Moses dating from the 
12th century." 

Finding these works involves 
painstaking research rather than 
stumbling across yellowed parch¬ 
ments in musrc shops, bur exciting 
finds do occur even in the Boston- 
area libraries where he does most

the album she plays drums and 
bass in addition to keyboards and 
guitar. She is talented and her mu¬ 
sic is also foil of snatches of lovely 
melody. But the lyrical content is 
hard to follow and its revolution¬ 
ary fervor is not exactly convinc¬ 
ing. 

How can anyone who has 
watched MTV lately seriously 
complain about “the unbearable 


whiteness of pop culture”? 

A JAZZ/HIP-HOP album with 
more meat and less pose is last 
year’s US3 ’sl Hand On The Torch 
(NMC). This features the hit 
“Cantaloup (Pip Fantasia)" and 
various other numbers in which 
classics from the Blue Note back 
catalog are remixed with instru¬ 
mentals by fine young British jazz 


musicians and raps by energetic 
young men from Brooklyn and Ja¬ 
maica. The vibrant music is far 
more memorable than NdegeO- 
cello's. And the raps, both har¬ 
rowing and happy, are more con : 
wincing. Instead of focusing on 
being “flavor of the month." US3 
has opted for the kind of reputa¬ 
tion that grows through word of 
mouth.

Avner Biron, 45, the music di¬ 
rector of the Israel Camerata, has

This Sbavuot (May 15-16), the

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nual Abu Ghosh Music Festival 
outside of Jerusalem. 

Biron leads his orchestra in 
Bach's Johannes Passion with 
what he says is “a first-rate guest 
choir from Germany.” The con¬

Btit there,is no; doubt that the 
best- sound will resound in Abu 
Ghosh. 

“When the church is full of peo¬ 
ple. the acoustics are amazing.

One discovery came from 
browsing through one of the II 
volumes’ of the Sephardic Song 
Anthology published by (he He¬ 
brew University. He found a ver¬ 
sion of the Lamentations of Jere¬ 
miah which the Jews of Syria sang, 
“and it was the same tune as the 
Gregorian chant on the Lamenta¬ 
tions sung on Easter Sunday."

The Se¬ 
phardim correct me." 

Cohen laughs. "Everybody has 
a srake in rhis music. It's part of 
the cultural mix. Once we were 
doing the program in a Sephardic 
synagogue and they asked us to 
leave the women out. which is fun¬ 
ny. because it’s the Sephardic 
women who best kept these songs 
alive. They taught them to their 
daughters. Of course we did the 
program with the group intact." 

THE BOSTON Camerata was es¬ 
tablished in 1954 and Cohen be¬ 
came its director in 196K. Since 
then, he and the Camerata have 
built an impressive repertory that 
spans the Middle Ages to the early 
baroque with side trips into other 
eras, such as American folk music 
of the 19th century. 

Cohen's most recent venture is 
the Camerata Mediterranea. 
which he established in 1990 to 
perform early music from rhe 
Mediterranean basin. The ensem¬ 
ble has made two CDs of rrouba- 
dour music from Provence, and 
the intent is to record the medi¬ 
eval tunes that spread from Spain 
to North Africa, “but first some¬ 
one has to give me some money." 

When he's not touring, teach¬ 
ing. conducting or recording. Co¬ 
hen likes to “travel throughout the 
Alps in the summer on my motor 
scooter, listening to all those fasci¬ 
nating dialects. 

"Pm delighted to be coming to 
the place where it all started." he 
says of his first visit here. “This 
concert of ours is about connec¬ 
tions. because no group exists in 
isolation. There are resonances 
with our peoples' history and an¬ 
cestry. The songs show us our 
roots and have connections with 
our lives right now." 


Heavenly harpist sparkles i n Voice of M usic’s Natra retrospective 
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T O mark Sergiu Natra's 70th 
birthday, the Voice of Mu¬ 
sic organized a retrospective 
concert pf his works. 

Natra, who immigrated from 
Romania in 1962, has absorbed 
Near-Eastern and oriental-Jewish 
and Mediterranean modal ele¬ 
ments into his style. 

At this concert we heard four 
songs for soprano and piano sung 
exquisitely by Cilia Grossmeyer, a 
Fantasia played by cellist Michael 
Haran and pianist Sarah Yan- 
ovsky-Tal, Variations for harpsi¬ 
chord, played by Miri Singer, a 
brilliant performance by violist 
Amos Boasson and pianist Eitan 
Globerson of Developments, and 
two chamber music compositions, 
one with alto Mira Zakai and one 
with harpist Adina Har-Oz.

M OST of Ibsen’s masterpieces 
have been likened to great 
chamber music calling lor virtuo¬ 
sos in every part. 

In her Hedda Gabler, Rina Yer- 
ushalmi demonstrates her custom¬ 
ary ingenuity when it comes to 
direction but comes up with little 
virtuosity regarding casting. 

The play fails over the casting of 
the title role.

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State revenues in April 
climb 23.4% to NIS 5.4b. 


STATE revenues jumped 23.4 
percent last month, to NTS 5.4 bil¬ 
lion, compared with April last 
year, driven up by high levels of 
consumption, imports and local 
production. State Revenues Di¬ 
rector Yoram Gabbai reported 
yesterday. 

Most of the revenue increase is 
attributable to the sharp rise in tax 
receipts from companies filing 
1993 income tax returns. 

In the first third of the year, 
revenues totaled NIS 12.8b., a 
real increase of 12.8% compared 
with the same period last year. 

In April, income tax revenues 
reached NIS 3.1b.. or NIS 600 
million above estimated revenues.

Gabbai explained that the sig¬ 
nificant rise derived from the high 
profits firms made from their com¬ 
mercial activities as well as from 
their stock market investments. 

Property tax revenues shot up 
39%, reflecting an active real es¬ 
tate market. Gabbai said, howev¬ 
er, that real estate transactions 
were not as high as in the preced¬ 
ing months. 

Value Added Tax (VAT) and 
customs receipts rose 4.8% last 
month, to NIS 2.2b. These re¬ 
ceipts matched the Treasury's 
original estimates. 

VAT receipts increased last 


month 10.8%, to NIS 1.8b. These 
figures reflect relatively high lev¬ 
els of durable good imports, and 
receipts from purchase taxes on 
imports which rose 22.3%. Last 
month's rise in indirect taxes off¬ 
set the drop in March, when fewer 
goods cleared customs due to the 
Pessah holiday. 

Meanwhile, the state budget 
registered a NIS 2.095b. surplus 
in April, the Treasury reported 
yesterday. Deputy Accountant- 
General Avisar Cohen said that 
the surplus was due to the early 
payment of March public service 
salaries and from company pay¬ 


ments of their 1993 taxes in April. 

Expenditures reached 
NIS 4.435b., while revenues were 
NIS 6.53b. The government 
raised NIS 364m. through the cap¬ 
ital market and NIS 272m. from 
the realization of Bank Leumi op¬ 
tions and the sale of Malam. As a 
result, the government absorbed 
NIS 2.731b. more than needed to 
finance its local expenditures last 
month. 

During the first third of the 
year, budget expenditures totaled 
NTS 25.7b. and revenues reached 
NIS 27.8b. During that period, 
the government raised NIS 298m. 
from the capital market and 
privatization. 


Nine groups intend VW head holds talks 
to bid on Shekem with Dead Sea Works

NINE groups have notified the 
government of their interest to 
participate in the tender to gain 
controlling interest in Shekem, 
Managing Director of the Govern¬ 
ment Companies Authority Yossi 
Nitzani said yesterday. 

The deadline to express interest 
in the purchase of the govern¬ 
ment's 35 percent share in the re¬ 
tail chain was yesterday. 

The authority declined to name 
any participants, but said most are 
made up of a number of compa¬ 
nies or a number of private inves¬ 
tors. Each group has local inves¬ 
tors and some include foreign 
investors. 

Two groups that are comprised 
of companies traded on the stock 
exchange are the only ones that 
have announced publicly their in¬ 
tention to bid for the tender. 

One group is equally divided 
among Africa Israel, The Israel 
Land Development Comapny, 
Dankner and Lodzia-Rotex. 

■ A second group is made up of 
Koor, Tadiran Consumer Prod¬ 
ucts, the Al-Rov group, a subsid¬ 
iary of Phoenix and KitaL Koor 
controls 40% of the package of 
shares and Tadiran Consumer 


Products, a subsidiary of Tadiran, 
holds 30%. The remaining 30% is 
divided equally between Al-Rov, 
Phoenix and Kitan. 

Koor’s plan to gain control of 
Shekem is part of its policy to 
strengthen retail activities. The 
concern already has a share in the 
Home Center do-it-yourself chain 
and in the Cash and Carry retail 
chain which is currently being set 
up here. 

The government will now exam¬ 
ine the eligibility of participants in 
the tender over die next few 
months. 

“Once the Government Com¬ 
panies Authority receives a num¬ 
ber of documents and informa¬ 
tion, the details will be passed on 
to the Ministry of Defense for ex¬ 
amination and approval. Only 
then, will it be possible to contin¬ 
ue with the sale process,” Finance 
Ministry said. 

Candidates that receive govern¬ 
ment approval will then receive 
additional information on Shekem 
to make a price bid. 

Shekem is traded according to a 
market value of $180 million-to 
S200m. Controlling interest is val¬ 
ued at $50-70m. 


VOLKSWAGEN President Fer¬ 
dinand Piech arrived earlier this 
week to discuss teaming up with 
Dead Sea Works on the building 
of a ferrous magnesium plant. 

Piech met yesterday with Israel 
Chemicals and Dead Sea Works 
senior management and with the 
ministers of finance and industry 
and trade. 

Israel Chemicals has been look¬ 
ing for a foreign partner to share 
between 30 percent to 50% of the 
new plant's cost. The project is 
estimated to cost $360 million. 

Israel Chemicals officials be¬ 
lieve that a partnership with 
Volkswagen, the fourth largest car 


manufacturer in the world, would 
give the new plant a strategic ad¬ 
vantage. 

Ferrous magnesium is used in 
the production of the aluminum 
alloys used in the manufacturing 
of lighter cars which consume less 
gasoline. 

Volkswagen is now coming out 
with an aluminum car prototype 
that will be used as a future model 
for world car production, the 
Treasury reported. 

Piech reported that he will 
be sending a group of experts 
soon, hoping that by the end of 
the year the plans will be 
completed. 


Panel okays 
bill limiting 
gas supply 
contracts

THE Knesset economics commit¬ 
tee yesterday approved a bill to 
limit retroactively contracts be¬ 
tween gas stations and their sup¬ 
pliers to nine years. 

The bill, sponsored by Dan 
Tichon (Likud), will now. be 
sent to the plenum for a first 
reading: 

Many existing contracts be¬ 
tween gas stations and the three 
major suppliers - Paz, Sonol and 
Delek - are for periods of 20-30 
years. Newer gas companies 
charge that these contracts make 
competition impossible, since 
the option of terminating them 
and switching suppliers doesn't 
exist. 

The proposed bill wonld auto¬ 
matically terminate these con¬ 
tracts nine years from their start¬ 
ing date. 

Tichon noted that overseas, 
competition has led to differences 
of up to 20% in gasoline , prices 
among stations. Here, however, 
the lack of competition has creat¬ 
ed a greater uniformity of prices. 

The bill was supported by MKs 
from across the political spectrum, 
including Avi Yehezkel (Labor). 
Naomi Chazan (Meretz) and com¬ 
mittee chairman Tzahi Hanegbi 
(Likud). 

Gideon Patt (Likud) said the 
government is currently working 
on a broader reform bUl, which he 
hopes will be presented to the 
committee in two to three weeks. 
If so, it will probably either be 
merged with Tichon's bill or re¬ 
place it. 


Hapoalim approves Sivan raise, bonus

THE news that the Syrian govern¬ 
ment was rejecting the Israeli 
withdrawal proposals out of hand 
acted as a cold shower and the 
mood of investors dropped. The) 
remained active, however, and to¬ 
tal turnover amounted to 
NIS 284.* million, somewhat low¬ 
er than on Sunday, but still signifi¬ 
cantly higher than in previous 
weeks. 

The day opened with an excess 
of selling orders on both the 
Karam and Meretz markets. The 
Karam declined by 0.2 percent and 
the Meretz market was marked by 
similar declines. 

Here again, the fact that trading 
on those two markets takes place 
in the morning and that ir is not 
possible to act against the trend 
(for instance, issuing buy orders 
which are greater than the excess 
supply posted) played against 
them. 

The price moves on the Karam 
market went both ways, with sharp 
rises and declines: Tahal. Bar. Ma- 
gen 1. Ramgor, Pollack, and Ba- 
dash all dropped 1U% while Bon- 
jour. Tzarfati. Iscal. and 
OrdaPrint rose 111%. 

Two-Sided trading also started 
on its left foot, as declines reached 
1% on both the Maof and the 
Two-Sided markets. The mood 
improved markedly as it appeared 


that at least some mutual funds 
were buying. 

Furthermore, the statement 
made by Foreign Minister Shimon 
Peres that Syria had transmitted 
alternative proposals through IIS 
Secretary of Stale Warren Christo¬ 
pher did wonders for the general 
mood and prices rallied. 

The industrial concerns posted 
the most impressive rally. Koor. 
which had been marked down 
l.5 A i. closed up half a percent. 
Investment Discount dropped 1% 
before rallying and closed up 
0.7‘V. Clal Israel went from being 
down l°-n to up half a percent.

LONDON (Reuter) - The Lon¬ 
don stock market was closed for a 
market holiday. On Friday the 
FTSE index dosed 4.6 lower at

FRANKFURT - German stock 
prices closed yesterday's bourse 
session higher, buoyed by interest 
in Europe's largest insurer Allianz 
and rising DAX futures prices. 

Public holidays in many Euro¬ 
pean countries closed other 
bourses and ensured volume re¬ 
mained low in Frankfurt. Howev¬ 
er, dealers said the underlying 
trend was firm and expect prices to 
rise further in post-bourse trade 
and session trade today. 

The 30-share DAX index ended 
the session at 2Jo8.b5, up 1.01 
percent or 22.67 points on the day. 
while the broader-based DAX 100 
index closed up 0.86% at 1.176.76. 

Allianz dominated the session, 
reaping the benefits of last week's 
announcement of a capital in¬ 
crease and special bonus payment. 
The stock ended DM 67 higher at 
2,655.0. 

Its rise boosted other finance 
issues, notably Deutsche Bank 
which continued to shake off the 
negative impact of the Schneider 
proper!scandal and dosed up 
DM 15.3 at 796.50. 

Airline Lufthansa ended DM 4 


higher at 214. shored up by the 
prospects of its deal with United 
Airlines and the company's etun¬ 
ings potential, traders said. 

On the negative side, chemical 
stocks Bayer. BASF and Hoechst 
lost some of last week's substantial 
gains in what dealers called a nor¬ 
mal technical reaction. They saw 
the price falls as limited. 

PARIS - French shares finished 
higher but below their day’s highs, 
having tried but failed to touch the 
key 2.200 level. The CAC-40 in¬ 
dex ended up 20.27 at 2.186.23. 

TOKYO - Japanese stocks end¬ 
ed-lower after dull trade yester¬ 
day, with volume in the Tokyo 
Stock Exchange first section at its 
thinnest this year. 

Worries that the yen might rise 
again against the dollar dampened 
sentiment, and this week's nation¬ 
al holidays also discouraged trade, 
brokers said. 

"The yen stopped surging after 
the Fed's intervention last week."

manager at Nikko Securities. "But 
investors are wondering if the yen 
has really peaked out or is just 
taking a breather." 

The 225-share Nikkei average 
was down 155.04 points or 0.79% 
to 19.570.21, with about 130 mil¬ 
lion shares traded. 


Report sends stocks up

NEW YORK (AP) - A bener- 
than-expected report on the US 
economy and a drug company 
takeover pushed stocks higher yes¬ 
terday. despite a decline in bond 
prices. 

The Dow Jones industrial aver¬ 
age rose 19.33 points to 5.701.02 

Advancing issues outnumbered 
declines by about 9 to 7 on the 
New York Stock Exchange, with 
1.233 up. 949 down and 60S 
unchanged. 

Big Board volume totaled 
296.11 million shares as of 4 p.m. 
(2000 GMT), against 293.91 mil¬ 
lion in the previous session. 

The National Association of 
Purchasing Management released 
data on US economic conditions, 
showing its April composite index 
rose to 57.7 percent from the pre¬ 
vious month's reading of 56.7 per¬ 
cent. That was higher than the 
56.3 percent reading economists 
had expected and indicated an ex¬ 
panding economy. 

Bond prices fell after the news, 
pushing up yields. Bond investors 
don't like word of strong economic 
growth, which carries the threat of 
inflation. That erodes the value of 
fixed-income securities such as 
bonds. 

Stocks often look to bonds for 
direction because the higher inter¬ 
est rates that come with falling 
treasury prices make share prices 


less attractive and increase the cost 
of money to corporations. 

In a separate economic report, 
the Commerce Department said 
construction spending rose a less- 
than-expected 0.8 percent in 
March. 

Also encouraging to stock inves¬ 
tors Monday was word that Swit¬ 
zerland's Roche Holding Ltd. wilt 
acquire Syntex. the pioneering 
drugmaker. for S24 a share in a 
deal valued at $5.3 billion. That 
word also pulled other drug issues 
higher. “Drug stocks have been 
under-performing and this sets a 
new valuation level.” said David 
Shulman, chief market strategist 
at Salomon Brothers. 

Some stocks sensitive to the eco¬ 
nomic cycles also helped lead the 
market higher on the heels of 
Monday's good economic report. 
Those included autos, papers, 
chemicals and transportation. 
Technology stocks, also sensitive 
to swings in the economy, were 
similarly strong, with computer 
networking issues leading the way. 

Among major market indica¬ 
tors, the Standard and Poors index 
of 50V stocks, rose 2 .11 to 453.02, 
while the NYSE’s composite index 
rose 1.04 points to 251.40. The 
Nasdaq composite index, mean¬ 
while, rose 6.32 to 740.16, while at 
the American Stock Exchange, 
the market value index rose 0.26 
to 440.17.

IMOLA, Italy (AP j - Ayrton Sen¬ 
na knew all was not right with his 
car. 

On the eve of his fatal crash 
Sunday in the San Marino Grand 
Prix, the three-time world champi¬ 
on expressed concerns about the 
stability of his Williams Renault - 
problems that had come about be¬ 
cause of controversial rule 
changes. 

*’My car reacts a bit nervously 
on this kind of race surface,” Sen¬ 
na wrote in a column for a German 
newspaper. “This stems from its 
special aerodyoamics but it's also 
got to do with a difficulty in the 
suspension.” 

It may never be known what 
caused one of the greatest drivers 
in Formula One history to miss the 
Tamburello turn on the seventh 
lap of the race. The 34-year-old 
Brazilian crashed head-on into a 
concrete barrier at more than 300 
kilometers an hour. 

He died hours later of severe 
head injuries at a Bologna 
hospital. 

"He looked nervous from the 
very first lap,” said Michael Schu¬ 
macher. the eventual race -winner 
who was behind Senna when the 
accident occurred. “He took two 
or three bumps, but I can’t say 
what happened exactly." 

Senna, known for a fiery tem¬ 
perament and aggressiveness on 
the track, also was a safety-con¬ 
scious driver. He had been anxious 
about new Formula One regula-

Senna was visibly shaken by 
Ratzenberger’s death, and did not 
drive in Saturday's qualifying. He 
wrote in Sunday’s Welt am Sonn- 
tag, a German newspaper, that his 
fears had been “borne out in tragic 
fashi on." 

Senna was already, unconscious 
when rescue crews arrived two 
minutes after the crash. A pool of 
blood was on the tarmac as the 
Br azilian was placed on the heli¬ 
copter for the trip to Maggiore 


na, after Pele, is the country s big¬ 
gest hero.” 

Senna will be remembered as a 
driver who dared to push a car to 
the limits. His 65 pole positions 
were tops in Formula One history, 
took three world championships, 

and won more races than anybody 
except Alain Prost. 

“Ayrton and I shared some of 
the most exciting races ever staged 
and it’s impossible to put into 
words what a sad loss to motor 
racing this is,” said Nigel Mansell, 
the 1992 Formula One champion.

A STRIKE by more than 250 
public health physicians was tem¬ 
porarily averted tast night when 
the Finance and Health minis¬ 
tries agreed "in principle" last 
night to equalize their salaries 
with those of doctors working in 
Kupat Holim Clalir clinics. 

This would increase the wages 
of the public health doctors - 
now the lowest-paid physicians in 
the country - by a significant 
amount.

Knesset unit threatens 
to stop funding for 
local authorities

IF the government and the local 
authorities do not reach a fund¬ 
ing agreement in the next two or 
three weeks, the Knesset finance 
committee might refuse to okay 
further budgetary allocations to 
the authorities, committee chair¬ 
man Gedalya Gal (Labor) 
warned yesterday. 

A broad agreement on how to 
finance the local authorities’ def¬ 
icit was signed by the Treasury, 
the Interior Ministry, and the 
Union of Local Authorities on 
February 20. According to the 
pact, the authorities will have to 
improve tax collection, raise mu¬ 
nicipal rates (amona), and main¬ 
tain a balanced budget. In ex¬ 
change, they will receive 
government grants to help cover 
their deficits, distributed accord¬ 
ing to principles developed in the 
Swaiy Report. 

However, the agreement has 
not yet been implemented, be¬ 
cause the parties Have not yet 
agreed on the exact criteria for 
allocating the grants. Disputes 
include which year should serve 
as the base for calculating ex¬ 
pense's, whether certain authori¬ 
ties should be exempted from the 
agreement, and how much the 
authorities can be expected to 
raise from increased tax 
collection. 

“We are now at the beginning 
of May, four months into fiscal 
1994. Most of the local authori¬ 
ties are operating without an ap¬ 
proved budget.-They are unable 
to pay May salaries, and are on 
the verge of complete shut¬ 
down,” the Union of Local Au¬ 


thorities warned in a letter to the 


committee. 

Union chairman Adi Eldar told 
the committee that so far. the au¬ 
thorities have received grants only 
half the size of last year's, and 
attempts to supplement the differ¬ 
ence with bank loans have not al¬ 
ways been successful. 

However, Finance Minister Av- 
raham Shohat told tbe committee 
the Treasury is giving the authori¬ 
ties advances- totaling some 
NIS 150 million a year for the next 
two years, to ease the problem. 

Gal said that if an agreement 
isn't reached soon, the committee 
might refuse all further Treasury 
requests for local authority fund¬ 
ing. By shutting off the tap, he 
said, “we might compel [the vari¬ 
ous parties] to finish.'* 

“[The policy of funding the au¬ 
thorities] in dribs and drabs is 
causing the foot-dragging.'’ he 
said. 

Several MKs criticized various 
aspects of the government's policy 
toward the authorities. For in¬ 
stance, Haim Kaufman (Likud) 
charged that many of the authori¬ 
ties' expenses are due to Knesset 
legislation whose financial ramifi¬ 
cations have not been properly 
thought out. 

“Five thousand Anglo-Saxon 
immigrants in one city isn't the 
same as 5.000 Ethiopian immi¬ 
grants in another city,” he said. 

Ariel Weinstein (Likud) object¬ 
ed that development budgets 
should be distributed equally, in¬ 
stead of distributed according to 
priorities set by the Interior 
Ministry. 


Alert prison guard foils escape attempt

A GUARD at the Abu Kabir lock-up yesterday foiled an escape 
attempt by prisoners, some of them serving time for security offenses, 
when he discovered a hole they had apparently drilled in their cell wall. 

At around 6 a.m., Sgt. Dubik Babakov went into the dining room in 
the youth and women's wing as part of a routine examination. 

He noticed plaster flakes under one of the tables and. on closer 
examination, he discovered a 20 x 30 cm. hole in the wall; leading to a 
cell occupied by six prisoners, some of them from the territories. 

. The prisoners include inmates sentenced on murder and attempted 
murder charges. One of them was recently imprisoned for 17 years for a 
nationalist killing and belonging to a hostile organization. 

The hole had apparently been drilled using improvised tools. 

Tel Aviv police chief Gabi Last praised Babakov fer his "alertness.” 

Last year, six inmates escaped from the lock-up after threatening a 
guard with a pistol, stolen from a policeman. 

They were caught less than 48 hours later, and police have since made 
tightened security at Abu Kabir. 


Pedestrian, 70 
killed in Yavne 


A 70-YEAR-OLD pedestrian was 
hit by a truck and killed while 
crossing a street in Yavne. 

Moshe Gabai. who suffered se¬ 
rious head injuries, died shortly 
afterwards at Sheba Hospital in 
Tel Hashomer. 

Police are investigating the 
accident. 

Yesterday afternoon, eight peo¬ 
ple suffered light injuries in a pile- 
up at the Kinneret junction. 

The accident occurred when a 
bus failed to give right of way and 
hit a truck head on. 

An ambulance traveling behind 
the bus then hit the bus as well. 
All of the injured were brought to 
Poriya Hospital near Tiberias for 
treatment. (Itira) 


Afula victim to 
have bar mitzva 
fete in hospital

Meanwhile, unless tonight's 
meeting between the IMA and 
Treasury officials breaks new 
ground, all 12,000 public sector 
doctors will begin a.two-day 
strike this morning. The strike 
would close outpatient clinics in 
hospitals and community health 
fund facilities, cancel non- 
emergency operations, and 
reduce to a minimum the 
presence of doctors in the 
wards. 

The IMA is demanding wage 
increases, a shorter work week, 
and special compensation for 
difficult specialties to replace the 
wage contract that expired in 
December.

Grenade placed under lawyer’s car

SOMEONE with a grudge 
against Tel Aviv lawyer David 
Yiftach planted a fragmentation 
grenade under the wrong vehicle 
yesterday morning. Instead of 
booby trapping his car, the gre¬ 
nade was placed under a car - the 
same color and model - belong¬ 
ing to another lawyer living in 
the same building with exactfv of 
car. 

At J p.m., police received an 
anonymous phone call telling 
them that Yiftach's car had been 
booby trapped. 

“This time we planted a gre¬ 
nade under his car - next time we 
will throw it at him.” said the 
caller. 

A patrol car went to the law¬ 
yer's Ram at Aviv home and 
called him downstairs. But Yif¬ 


tach had parked his car far away 
from his home, and the grenade 
had been planted under his 
neighbor's car. Police sappers 
disposed of the grenade. 

Yiftah filed a complaint and 
told police of potential suspects, 
who had apparently threatened 
him during a murder trial in the 
past. 

So far, no one has been 
arrested. 

The Tel Aviv branch of the Bar 
Association condemned the inci¬ 
dent. 

“If lawyers are threatened, the 
only people who will suffer in the 
end will be clients," said deputy 
president Moshe Aloni. “Law¬ 
yers will be afraid to take on 
cases if they think they could be 
in danger.” 


NY stage directors teach AIDS awareness

NEW YORK directors Irene 
Diamant and Wilfredo Medina, 
are spending this week in Israel 
under the auspices of the 
Jerusalem AIDS Project, 
teaching AIDS awareness and 
prevention using theatrical 
techniques they have developed. 
They are working with school 
drama directors in Jerusalem and 
Tel Aviv. 

The workshops will give 
participants the ability to teach 
effective attitudes and behavior 
relating to AIDS. 

Diamant explained that, “in 
our workshops, we develop 
scenes which address the issues. 
At a certain point, the scene is 
stopped, the actors stay in 
character and field questions 
from the audience in a technique 
known as interactive theater. 


“W« dramatize the issue and 
leave it to the audience to find 
the answers and solve the 
problems," she added. 

Diamant and Medina have 
spent the last 15 years with their 
Family Life Theater, and have 
reached thousands of students in 
the US. Their method is 
applicable to a wide range of 
social issues, ranging from the 
prevention of AIDS and drug 
abuse to rape, incest and the 
resolution of family and other 
conflicts. 

The directors are here as part 
of the Jerusalem AIDS Project’s 
ongoiag efforts to disseminate 
AIDS information. Before they 
leave. Diamant and Medina will 
perform a scene developed from 
their workshops at a Jerusalem 
school on Thursday.

Two charged in air rifle 
shooting spree

THE owner of the air rifle used in the three-hour 
shooting spree in the Greater Tel Aviv area last week 
and another man were indicted on eight charges ot 
assault and conspiracy in Tel Aviv District Court 

yesterday. , 

Three other suspects, including a minor, have been 
released because of lack of evidence. 

The two, 17 and 21. were arrested after neighbors 
heard shots - following the spree during which 20 
people were injured, the pair decided to take shots at 
cats and oil drums. 

But police are searching for other suspects who 
eyewitnesses said took part in the shootings. 

Initially the 17-year-old denied all connection to 
the shootings, saying his air rifle, a present from his 
parents on his 14th birthday, had been stolen. But he 
later admitted his part in the shootings, and acciden¬ 
tally implicated Eitan El bank, of Rosh Ha'ayin dur¬ 
ing a “friendly chat.” 

Elbank, the owner and driver of the car used in the 
shootings, is not cooperating with police. 

According to the indictment, an air rifle can kill a 
human being. On April 24, the day of the shooting, 
the minor bought a box of 500 darts, “the most lethal 
type available for an air rifle."

FORMER interior minister 
Aryeh Deri, MK Rehavam 
Ze’evi, Environment Minister 
Yossi Sarid, former Police inspec¬ 
tor-general Ya'acov Terner were 
among the defense witnesses at 
the trial of Shas party secretary 
Zvi Jacobson in Tel Aviv District 
Court yesterday. 

A former Deri aide, Jacobson, 
34, is charged with giving and re¬ 
ceiving bribes, fraud and breach of 
trust. He is accused of bribing Lt.- 
Col George Granati. of the IDF 
Conscription Office, to arrange 
army exemptions for yeshiva stu¬ 
dents. In return, according to the 
indictment. Jacobson arranged 
employment at tbe Ramat Gan 
Municipality for Granati's wife 
Yosefina, and urged the munici¬ 
pality not to fire her. 

Jacobson has denied all 
charges. 

Ze’evi told the court Jacobson 
would fry to solve the problems of 
anyone who needed help “without 
expecting any favors in return.” 

Sarid also reiterated Ze'evi’s 
testimony. “I did not get the im¬ 
pression that Jacobson expected 
anything in return and anyone that 
knows me is also aware that it is 
pointless expecting favors in re¬ 
turn from me.” 

Jacobson is also accused of ask¬ 
ing Deri to push the army to pro¬ 
mote Granati to colonel. Deri said 
he did not remember asking the 
IDF personnel branch head to 
promote Granati. 

“I didn't think it was my busi¬ 
ness to interfere,” he said. 

Terner told the court- that Ja¬ 
cobson had asked him to examine 
problems concerning the arrest of 
religious demonstrators and Rob¬ 
ert and the late Rachel Manning, 
who were awaiting extradition on 
murder charges. 

“He turned to me because he 
saw problems that he believed the 
Police inspector-general should 
look into,” said Terner. “This is 
normal in Israeli society. He did 
QOt turn to me as a Shas activist, 
but simply as Zvi Jacobson.” 


MIAs’families 
ask Israel, US 
to speed up 
efforts to bring 
them home

THE families of soldiers missing 
since the Lebanon War last night 
called on both Israel and the US 
to “step np efforts to bring the 
boys home,” following a meeting 
yesterday with US Assistant . 
Secretary of State Bob Peletreau. 

In his talks with Syrian 
President Hafez Assad, Secretary 
Of State Warren Christopher 
broke no new ground, Peletrean 
told the families during the 
meeting at Jerusalem’s King 
David Hotel. Members of the 
families expressed tbe concern 
that, if nothing was done 
immediately, the agreement with 
the PLO would be signed and the 
MiAs would be forgotten. 

Osnat Fink said her brother 
Yossi, and Rahamim AJsheikh, 
had been declared dead on the 
basis of information from the 
Hizbullah. “But,” she added, 
“the bodies have not even been 
checked yet.” Her father, 
Mordecfaai. added: “Please give 
us the facts, after 12 long 
years.” 

“(PLO leaderl Arafat has 
historical evidence,” said Yona 
BaumeL father of MiA Zacharia, 
“but Assad has np-to-date facts. 
Our information is that the boys 
were alive a few months ago.” 

The plea to end the uncertainty 
was echoed by his wife, Miriam, 
who said: “If there art bodies, as 
some claim, show them to us and 
then we’ll be quiet." 


NEWS IN BRIEF 


Electricity prices going up 

Electricity prices will be going up by some 3 percent as of May 16, 
the Electric Corporation announced yesterday. 

The company said the increase was necessitated by tbe recent 
10%-17% rise in the cost of fuel oil and 2%-4% in the cost of coal 
which, the company said, increased its costs by 23%. 

The price of electricity, the company stressed, has not changed 
since May 1993. 


Golan stickers damaging road signs 

Stickers placed by Golan heights supporters have covered 
hundreds of road signs throughout the country, posing ahazard to 
drivers and causing damage amounting to thousands of shekels, 
according to an official for the Public Works Department 

“The main damage is from stickers and signs by Golan Heights 
supporters, particularly on signs giving destinations and 
information. The work cleaning or removing the signs is difficult 
and costly,” said PWD spokesman Meir Gazit. 

Hundreds of signs have had to be completely replaced. Gazit 
said, adding the average cost of each sign is NIS L 300. 


Ministers against Knesset naming A-G 

The ministerial legislation committee decided yesterday to oppose 
a bill which would make tbe attorney-general an appointment of 
the Knesset, by secret ballot, rather than a cabinet appointment. 

The bill, by Ra'anan Cohen (Labor), is aimed at eliminating 
the attorney-generaTs political dependence on the government. 
Justice Minister David Libal said the committee opposed the bill 
because it objects to the specific election procedure suggested. 


Ikrit and Biram different 

Ikrir and Biram are different from other Arab villages whose . 
residents were expelled in 1948, and therefore no precedent would 
be set by allowing the residents to retiirii, two foimer advisers to 
the prime minister on Arab affairs told the ministerial committee 
on Ikrit and Biram.yesterday. 

Shmuel Toledano and Prof. Yosef f^uiat noted that unlike in 
other cases, where the villages essentially seized to exist, the 
villagers of Ikrit and Biram are Israeli citizens, who have 
maintained a distinct identity and waged a 45-year struggle for the 
right to return. ■’ . 


Fire watch season begins 

The official high-risk season for fires began this week, the Nature 
Reserves Authority announced. The NRA has started its annual 
fire regime together with the JNF. National Parks Authority, and 
local firefighters. . . 

Fire prevention measures include controlled burning, as well as 
allowing cattle and goats ip graze in nature reserves to get rid of 
flammable undergrowth before it becomes completely dry. The 
NRA recently readied an agreement with the Israel Railways to 
dear rights of way through the Nahal Sorek and Judean Hilts 
reserves of flammable shrubbery and treating trees with fire 
retardant substances. 


Berger named to top Health Ministry poet 

Ya'acov Beiger was named deputy director-general for 
administration of the Health Ministry yesterday, replacing Dan 
Cohen, who became dty manager of Jerusalem. 

Berger. 47. has a bachelor's degree from the Hebrew 
University and a master’s from the University ofHaifa, as-well as 
the National Security College. The ministry said Beiger, a reserve 
brigadier-general, is an expert in manpower and systems planning.
